THEY DO NOT KNOW THE COURTRY 


Si Patterson and Secretary Carlisle, Who 
Are Denouncad in Their Own States, 
Are Relied Upon to Save the South. 


Washington, April 19.-—-(Special.)}—The 
Cleveland cuckoos are evidently preparing 
to run the president for a third term re- 
gardiess of the fate of the democratic 
purty. An evening paper flere with a 
leaning toward the administration, pub- 
tishes ae long story today aout Mr. 
Cleveland’s nomination for a third time 
on “sound” money platform in the event 
~ of the nomination of a free silver candi- 
date by the democracy of the west and 
south, even should such a split result in 
the election of a republican. 

The theory advanced is that Mr. Cleve- 
land would immolate himself in order to 
Secure the election of some one in harmony 
with his views—though that some one 
might be a republican. 

Cleveland’s past career, however, would 
not afforl a promise of self-sacrifice. The 
Sacrifice of his party is a different ques- 
tion. Nevertheless, it is certain that some 
of the Cleveland worshipers are proclaim- 
ing him as the only salvation of the coun- 
try. and the article referred to says by 
running to injure the election of a silver 
candidate, whether he is elected or not. 
he would be performing a service for the 
country equal to Lincoln's. 

The same paper prints an article about 
the weakness of free silver in the south, 
and declares that the Memphis ‘‘sound 
money” convention, to be held next month, 
is designed to break the back of the free 
Bilver heresy. Representative Patterson, 
who has been denounced in Tennessee, and 
' Secretary Carlisle, who has shifted his 
position since he became Cleveland's sec- 
retary of the treasury, are billed as the 
speakers at that meeting. It was only 
yesterday that a mass meeting at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., the heart of the blue grass coun- 
try. 

The free silver men here are not alarmed 
at this attempted invasion of the southern 
territory. The south and west, they de- 
clare, will act together. They themselves

EUSTIS SPOKE PLAINLY. 


And It Caused a Sensation at the 

Meeting of Americans in London. 

London, April 19.—The Americans consti- 
tuting the new American Society in London 
dined at the Cafe Royal this evening, There 
were about 150 persons present. Ambassa- 
dor Bayard, who presided, had on his right 
James B. Eustis, United States ambassa- 
dor to France, and General Patrick A, 
Collins, consul general, and on his left An- 
drew Carnegie. Among the others present 
were the staffs of the embassy and consu- 
late, and Hiram Maxim and Colonel Goraud. 
On the wall behind Mr. Bayard’s chair the 
American and British flags were draped 
over a large picture of George Washington, 
The dinner was very elaborate. 

In proposing the first toast of the evening, 
“To the Queen,’’ Mr. Bayard said: 

“The manhood of America responds to 
the manhood of Great Britain in this toast, 
as Americans of every opinion and party 
honor the British sovereign’s sex.”’ 

The toast to the president of the United 
States was then given by the ambassador. 
He reégerred to Mr. Cleveland’s vigorous 
, actions at all times when the honor of the 
country demanded decisive steps and when 
America’s equal rights in the councils of 
the world were involved. ‘“‘We echo the 
voice of our chosen chief when he makes 
known our demands,” he said, “and we 
stand behind his policy. The organization 
of Americans in European capitals doubt- 
less will mold public opinion to the advan- 
tage of our country.” 

Fustis Spenks His Sentiments. 

Ambassador Eustis caused a mild sensa- 
tion with his response to the toast “Our 
Guests.”’ The stirring Americanism which 
he breathed in every sentence was the more 
* remarkable in contrast with the sentiments 
of Ambassador Bayard's speech. 

“The chief indictment found agoinst 
America by Furopeans,” he said. “is that 
we have no ancestors and no ruins. 1 hear 
this so often that ! oecasionaliy remark I 
am sorry Chicago and Poston were rebuilt 
after the great fires,’’ 

After making several more points of the 
same kind to the great satisfaction of his 
audience, Mr. Eustis spoke of the inroads 
made by American wine-rrowers upon the 
French market. A conspicuous Trench 
official hact complained to him recently he 
‘said, that the American wines, made in 
such intmense quantities beyond the Rocky 
mountains, wefe in many cases, supplanting 
French wines in France. 

“If there were to be an international] con- 
fessional,” Mr, Eustis said. “in which the 
nations were to confess freely, the United 
States, I am sure. would have far fewer 
confessions than any other nation of the 
earth. Look at our foreign ‘policy, tor 
fustance. its acts are on a plane of justice 
and dignity. We know our power. We know 
that a great nation couples with its supe- 
rior physical strength more moral weight 
than can be thrown in the scales by the 
emalicr nations, Yet, what do we see in 
America. a6 compared with Europe? We 
Can truthfully say no weaker nation ever 
_ suffered from aggression on the part of the 
United States. Our government metes out

For more than a cen- 
tury Europe parceled out the countries as 
she would cut a cake.

Mr. Eustis spoke with great earnestness 
lest he Jeave any doubt as to his 
meaning all he said, closed his speech with 
this statement: 

“I crossed the channel to tell you thts, 
and I have done so.” 

Andrew Carnegie spoke for the ‘“‘Ameri- 
can bi-nationalists’’ and General Collins ‘for 
the American officials in London, The Rev. 
Hugh Pentecost answered the toast to ‘’The 
American Abroad.’’ 


NICARAGUANS ARE SHREWD. 


It Is Thought Their Delay Is To Get 
the United States Interested. 
Washington, April 19.—Official confirma- 
tion of the London dispatches that Nica- 
ragua had been informed that her counttr 
proposition was not regarded as satisfac- 
tory by Great Britain was received kere 
today. Nicaragua’s present pian, it is un- 
derstood, is to endeavor to reach a com- 
promise with Great Britain respecting the 
ultimate settlement of the indemnity 
$75,000 to pro-Consul Hatch. In pursuance 
of this purpose a special representative 
may be Sent to London, who will probably 
be General Barrios, who recently returned 
from England after an unsuccessful at- 

tempt to settie the difficulty. 

It is not doubted that in the end Nicara- 
gua will pay the indemnity demanded or 
offer to Great Britain in lieu of the $75,000 
a part of her territory. 

The report has Yeached here from Nica- 
ragua that Mr. Goslin, the British minis- 
ter to Central America, declared in Guate- 
mala a few months ago that “england es- 
pecially wanted some interest in Nicaragua 
with a view to preventing the yankees 
from controlling absolutely the Nicaragua 
Canal.’’ 

This statement, it is said, was made pub- 
licly and without reserve. It was printed 
in the Guatemalan newspapers at the 
time and a high authority asserts that 
Minister Goslin has never ventured to deny 
it. The particular patch of territory at 
present available for this purpose would 
be the so-called “Corn island,” the possi- 
bility of whose proferred cession by Nica- 
Tagua to Great Britain, in lieu of a money 
indemnity, has been more than once sug- 
gested lately. These lands are situated in 
the Atlantic ocean, about forty miles from 
Greytown. They would be of great value 
to Great Britain for a coaling and naval 
station and an effective British sentinel 
over the Nicaragua canal. 

It is said to be absolutely impossible for 
Nicaragua to immediately comply with 
Great Britain's money demands. She has 
not $75,000 in her treasury and her popula- 
tion of about 2,000,009 people, two-thirds 
Indians, have no developed resources on 
which they could raise the amount. The 
proposition of a “pacific blockade”’ of Nica- 
raguan ports to enforce payment is quiet- 
Iy laughed at. ‘“Nicaragu:,’”’ it is said, 
“has no ships, and the blockade would only 
hurt the commerte of Germany, France 
and other countries, as well as the United 
States.” 

There are those who suggest that if 
Nicaragua should propage to cede Corn is- 
land to Great Britain as an equivalent for 
the “smart money,’”’ the immediate pay- 
ment of which is demanded, this proposal 
might be regarded as a shrewd move to 
force the hand of the United States. Nica- 
ragua is not suffering for lack of diplo- 
matic adroitness in her representatives, 
either abroad or at home. 
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RELIES UPON THE UNITED STATES: 


Venezuela Thinks Uncle Sam Should 
Take a Hand in the Dispute. 


ashington, April 19.—The state depart- 
has published the diplomatic corre- 


exchanged betwe this govern- 
ment and Venezuela exten over the 
period between October, 1833, ®nd Decem- 
ber, 1894, relating to the boundary dispute 
between Venezuela and British . Guiana, 
which, while adding but little to the gen- 
eral knowledge of the subject, indicates 
the serious turn affairs may take unless 
an impartial arbitration of the conflicting 
claims is secured. 

The account of the negotiations which 
have taken place between Great Britain 
and the South American republic occupies 
over sixty printed pages. Venezuela makes 
it clear that she relies wholly upon United 
States intervention to secure a fair con- 
sideration of the matter. The Venézuelan 
minister of foreign affairs concludes one 
of his dispatches as follows: 

“The control by England of the entrance 
to the mouth of our great fluvial artery 
and of some of its tributaries would expose 
to constant peril the industry and com- 
merce of a large portion of the new world; 
would, in fact, bring into ridicule the fa- 
mous and salutary Monroe doctrine and 
would establish abusive practices which 
in the end night make illusive, for some 
American countries, their own political 
entity as free and independent states.” 


HOLIDAYS IN POSTOFFICES. 


Postmaster General Wilson Amends 
the Regulations. 
Washington, April 19.—The postmaster 
general today amended the postal laws and 
regulations ‘regarding’ holidays. The 
amendment states that postmasters may 
observe 2s holidays, January ist, Febru- 
ary 22d, May 30th, July 4th, the first Mon- 
day in Sepfember, known as Labor Day, 
December 25th, and such other days as the 
president of the United States or the gov- 
ernors, in their respective states, may 
designate as fast or Thanksgiving days, 
or proclaim specially as holidays. On other 
occasions their offices can be closed only 
after permission obtained therefor from 
the department, to be obtained through 
the first assistant postmaster general, Up. 
on holidays postoffices must be opened 
sufficiently to meet fairly the public con- 
venience. Mails must be made up and 
dispatched as on other days. When a 
legal holiday falls upon a Sunday the fol. 
lowing Monday may be observed, unless 
otherwise specially provided for by state 

authority. 
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AMOUNT OF INCOME TAX. 


Commissioner Miller’s Estimatc from 
the Returns Filed. 


‘ Washington, April 19.—Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Miller today gave out his 
official estimate of the revenue to be real- 
ized from the income tax as he stated it 
in a letter to Secretary Carlisle: 
“Télegraphic advices from the collectors 
of the several internal revenuc districts 
indicate that the aggregate amount of in- 
come tax shown by the returns which were 
filed before the 16th instant will be abot 
$14,365,000. Delayed returns and correc. 
tions, it Is believed, will considerably in- 
crease this amount. The total expendi- 
tures on account of the work, including 
necessary salaries and allowances to the 
end of the present fiscal year, will not ex- 
ceed $125,000." fe eae '

For the Murder of Miss Williams and 
Miss Lamont. 


A DEPRAVED SUNDAY SCHOJL TEACHER 


He First Leads His Unsuspecting 
Victims Into Ruin 


AND THEN DEPRIVES THEM OF LIFE 


The Coroner’s Jury Finishes Its Investiga- 
tion,and Concludes That Durant Is 
Guilty of Both Crimes. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 19.—Theodore 
Durant has been’ bound over for trial by 
the coroner’s jury, charged with the mur- 
der of Miss Williams and Miss Lamont. 
The verdict was returned today. @ 

The story developed before the jury was 
ot the most shocking character. Theodore 
Durant was assistant Sunday school sup- 
erintendent of Emanue! Baptist church, 
of which the murderer and suicide, Rev. 
Dr. Kallock, was formerly pastor, Miss 
Williams was a pretty young girl of religi- 
ous inclinations, and Miss Lamont was 
yet a schoolgirl, both being attendants of 
this Sundey school, where they met and 
became infatuated with the assistant 
superintendent. 

Two weeks ago Miss Lamont mysterious-

ly disappeared, A few days later the 
mutilated body of Miss Williams was 
found in the library room of the church. 
Suspicion pointed to Durant, and he was 
run down and arrested. 
The Williams Tragedy. 

The dead girl was found in her bloody 
and disarranged clothing by women who 
had come to decorate the church for the 
Easter services, One wall was lightly 
flecked with blood, there was a crimson 
splash near the gas burner at the door, 
and upon the sill of the narrow entrance, 
in one corner, was a heavy stain which 
was quite fresh. The hemorrhage upon 
the floor was terrible. Beneath a blood- 
stained table, upon which it is evident one 
of the girl’s lacerated wrists lay before 
she finally fell not to rise again, was a 
great crimson pool in which a half-dozen 
hairpins lay, and nearer the wall and al.

Here some great 
force had been hurled against the barrier, 
for the catch had been broken and a por- 
tion of the woodwork torn away. 

Miss Williams, who through the marital 
infelicity of her parents was thrown upon 
the world to earn her own livelihood, left 
the house of C. H, Morgan, president of 
the California Casket Company, in Ala- 
meda, about 2:30 o’clock on Friday after- 
noon. It was her purpose, she said, to 
attend a meeting of young members of the 
Emanuel church, which was to be held 
at Dr. T. A. Vogel’s house that evening. 
These meetings were called weekly by 
Durant, who, besides being assistant 
superintendent of the punday school, was 
secretary of the society to which the young 
people belonged. Miss Williams and 
Durant frequently met at these gatherings, 
and. Blanch Lamont, who was said to be 
Durant’s fiancee, was also a conspicuous 
figure among the merry makers. The 
relationship between the young man and 
Miss Lamont was of such a character as 
to startle Miss Williams, who was a con- 
fidant of Miss Lamont in matters pertain- 
ing to young Durant. 

About the same time Durant, who is a 
student in the Cooper Medical college, 
was tramping down the steps of his home 
at 1025 Fair Oaks street. He wore a long, 


black overcoat and a new soft, black hat, . 


the crown of which was creased. It is 
probable that the young man had a 
previous engagement with Miss Williams 
or it may have been that they met by 
chance, At any rate the girl, who had 
been enthusiastic over the prospect of a 
night's ‘“‘merriment’’ at the dentist’s house, 
never appeared at the place. Durant 
came, however, but the lateness of thé 
hour at which he arrived caused some 
comment. He chatted onty about church 
affairs and entered zealously into the 


games. 
The Body Found. 


It was at half-past 9 next morning, 
Saturday, when Mrs, Nolt came to the 
church with flowers and vines for the pul- 
pit and organ. She went to the side door 
and found it unlocked. She did not think 
this strange; however, and she walked

Which, with its brokén lock, was ajar. 
Here she sat down to await the coming 
of other church womenm, who had agreed 
to assist her in the Work of decoration. 
For a quarter of an hour she sat within 
ten feet of the poor girl who lay dead back 
of the closet door which was closed: Min- 
nie Lord and Katie St@vens now came to 
the church and the women began their 
preparations, In dispdsinge of their flow- 
ers and festocns the decor of the closet 
or “bookroom,”’ as it is known by members 
of the church, was tt ot and there, in 
her blood—her face almost unrecognizable 
in its crimson mask—was the body of the 
poor creature whose life had beén, at best, 
one of constant humiliation and poignant 
misery. On her breast Was the handle and 
broken blade of a knife—a common piece 
of dinner-table cutlery. So savage had 
been the monster in his fearful work’ that 
the force of his thrusts snapped the blade 
into three pieces, two Of which were left 
in the body. 

The turban was ‘still upon the shapely 
head and her cape had’not been removed, 
The arteries of both wrists. had been open- 
ed; there was a fearful wound in the 
breast and across the girl’s forehead was 
@ cut which showed’ that the blade had 
Sunk to the bone. Not only had the fiend 
robbed the girl of her, life, but. he first 
took what she cherisheh far more sacred- 
ly. Into her throat h@ghad thrust a por- 
tion of an undergarme and stified what 
plea for mercy she may Rave tried to utter. 
If the girl made any fight at all in the 
gloomy, cross-tipped church, it could not 
have lasted long, for there are no evidences 
either on the walls or the woodwork to 
prove that she ever re@gained conscious- 
ness long enough after the first blow was 
struck to give battle to the beast who haa 
sought a church to commit so vile a crime. 
It seems probable, from the scarcity of 
blood on the walls, that she was either 
dead or insensible when she was placed in 
the closet. . 

She may have been knocked down while 
in the auditorium of the church and then 
dragged into the library, Where the second 
and more revolting crime was committed, 
The door, which was igcked, had to be 
broken open and the murderer, growing 
more desperate with every passing 
moment, doubtless fling himself agdinst 
the panels until the lock was torn from 
its fastenings. Once inside the library, 
there was but one place to conceal the 
girl, and this was the little, stuffy room 
in which she was found, It is here that he 
made certain that the hopeless creature 
would not live to confront him. 

, The Other Tragedy. 

The connection of Durant with the dis- 
appearance of Miss Lamont, which the 
coroner’s jury indicates in its finding, was 
expected, 

Two weeks ago Miss Lamont disappear- 
ed. The discovery of ber murder, follow- 
ing the discovery of that of Miss Williams, 
in an almost identical manner, and 
Durant’s conduct since, Make up a strong 
case against him. The girls frequently 
attended church together, and were in the 
Same Sunday school class. After the dis- 
appearance of Blanche, Miss Williams often 
said that she knew that her chum had 
met with foul play. This startling state- 
ment reached the ears of several members 
of the church, and the girl was asked for 
an explanation. She positively declined 
to reveal the nature of her information, 
and the matter was dropaad, This led to 
the theory that Durant is responsible for 
the disappearance of Miss Lamont, and 
suspecting that Miss Williams was in pos- 
session of sufficient evidence to prove his 
guilt, he concluded to decoy her into the 
church and silence her forever. The police 
argue that Durant had heard the state- 
ment of the girl and momentarily feared 
exposure. As she continued to declare 
that her friend had been murdered, Durant 
concluded to kill her. 

It is known that he met her by appoint- 
ment on Friday night, and the police be- 
lieve that he had already arranged his 
plans for putting her out of the way, The 
fact that he selected a night when the 
church was deserted, the police argue,

CAMPOS CAN SUPPRESS THE TROUBLE 


False Reports Have Been Sent Out—Press 
Censorship Is Not Particularly Rigid. 
Guerrilla Pighting Will Continue. 


Santiago de Cuba, April 16, via Tampa, 
Fla., April 19.—The staff correspondent of 
the United Press, after remaining in Ha- 
vina a week, meeting residents of all 
shades of opinion, Spaniards, Cubans, Eng- 
lishmen, Americans, the United States con- 
sul and the governor general, proceeded to 
Santiago_de Cuba, the province where the 
insurgents have made the most progress, 
and is able to give the facts in regard to 
the revolution and the status of affairs on 


the island of Cuba, 

In the first place the censorship of the 
press, telegraph and cable, exists only to 
the extent that matter of an incendiary or 
seditious nature is suppressed. Cipher dis- 
patches are not allowed, unless the Key is 
furnished to the authorities. The newspa- 
pers of Havana and other cities publish the 
news of military movements, engagements 
aud casualties in full, even getting oyt ex- 
tras when anything of unusual interest is 
received, They have reporters in the field, 
and La Caricatura has an artist who fol- 
lows the army corps and exercises much 
license in illustrating. 

When it is remembered that the entire is- 
land of Cuba is under martial] law the 
freedom of the press is remarkable, The 
authorities, however, do not comprehend 
modern senszgtional journalism, and when a 
special correspondent from the United 
States attempts to cable his paper a story 
of the general uprising against Spanish rule, 
which has faken place only.in the brain of 
some half-witted enthusiast, or an account 
of the wholcsale slaughter of Spanish regu- 
lars by insurgents, the dispatch is sent to 
the palace, and the gentlemanly secretary 
of the governor general requests the pres- 
ence of the correspondent and informs him 
that the dispatch cannot be transmitted. 
Naturally the authorities do not give out 
news unfavorable to themselves, but when 
such news is obtained, they make no at- 
tempt to suppress it, unless they know it to 
be untrue, So much for the press censor- 
ship, 

Didn’t Like Their Leaders. 

As to the progress of the insurrection it 
has for the last month been practically nil. 
In the first place no general rising of Cus 
bans has taken place; no provisional gov- 
ernment has been formed; no stand against 
the government troops has been made; no 
engagement of sufficient importance to be 
designated as a battle has occurred, In 
every department except the province of 
Santiago de Cuba. the few men who at- 
tempted to rebel were promptly arrested. 
The plan mappel out by Marti and other 
enthusiasts in New York was not indorsed 
by the better class of resident Cubans, 
without whose financial aid and personal in- 
fluence no uprising in Cuba can succeed, In 
several localities young men of good fami- 
lies left their homes to join the insurgents. 
They were inspired by the patriotism that 
throbbed in the veins of the heroes of the 
American revolutionists, but when they 
reached the field and found their leaders to 
be mulattoes or bandits, they returned to 
the towns and surrendered to the authori- 
ties. They were treated with great lenien- 
ey. Some were imprisoned for a few days, 
while others were iiberated and sent to 
their homes at once. ‘Troops. were rushed 
over from Spain and detachments stationed 
in all cities and large towns.. Volunteers 
to the number of eight or ten thousand 
were enlisted from among the Spanish resi- 
dents, This prompt show of a-strong force 
of armed men has undoubtedly had its ef- 
fect upon many whose sympathies are with 
the rebels, yet who hesitated about joining 
them. 

A Guerrilla Warfare. 

In the province of Santiago de Cuba, at 
the eastern end of the island, the case has 
been different. The mountainous nature of 
the country and the number of sympathiz- 
ers here made this section the natural 
choice for the landing of filibustering ex- 
peditions and war material. The leaders 
who came here from Fortune island, Ja- 
maica, San Domingo and perhaps also from 
tne United States, found men to follow 
them and local leaders to co-operate, Bands 
of fifty, one hundred, and in some cases 
two hundred men were formed, Not half 
of the men were properly armed, but nearly 
all carried some sort of weapon—rifle, shot- 
gun, machete or revolver, There are from 
2,500 to 8,000 men in all of these bands, They 
form no concerted force, but move about 
from place to place in the mountain dis- 


tricts, foraging among the plantations for 


subsistence and occasionally having a 
skirmish with small detachmentg of govern- 
ment troops. Large detachments. are 
avoided, 

The warfare of the insurgents is guerril- 
la warfare... They know every foot of the 
mountains and capture is impossible un- 
less the whole region is filled with sol- 
diers. They hope to tire out the Spanish 
troops and seek to prolong the ‘conflict 
until the rainy season sets in, when yellow 
fever may do more destruction than their 
bullets. Under Governor General Calleja 
active operations were celayed and clem- 
ency extended to all who foyeswore their 
cause and pledged submission to the king 
of Spain. With Martinez Campos, the new 
governor general, in the field personally, 
pushing active operations against the in- 
surgents the outcome will not be long in 
doubt. 

Had the movement been supported hy 
the influential Cubans and properly led 
some show of success might have been 
looked for. The leaders are not capable of 
intelligent or systematic handling of men. 
Many of them have been outlaws and 
bandits for years. Others are negroes or 
half-breeds. Some bands are entirely made 
up of colored men and the difficulty in some 
respects resembles a race war. 

False Reports Have Been Sent Out. 

Such are the people for whom more or 
less sympathy in the United States has 
been aroused. False reports of battles 
fought and victories won have been man- 
ufactured in the cigar factories of Tampa 
and Key West. As a matter of fact no 
city and no town hes been taken and no 
battle of any importance fought. When 
the signal for a general rising was given 
nearly two months ago the garrison at 
Santiago de Cuba numbered 100 men. It 
would not have been difficult to capture 
them. Now there are 5,000 Spanish troops 
here. 

The insurrection is deplored by the bet- 
ter class of Cubans as well as all residents 
interested in’ mercantile or producing op- 
erations. The home rule party and the 
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_retorm party, as well asthe conservative 
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party, have denounced the uprising as inju- 
rious to the best interests of Cuba. Re- 
forms, which have recently passed the 
Spanish cortes, have not been put into ef- 
fect. Commerce is beginning to suffer. 
Heavy expenses for military operations 
have been incurred and these will be added 
to the already burdensome taxes with 
which the island is already saddled. The 
general opinion of intelligent residents is 
that the present uprising, like its several 
predecessors, will fail, a few more enthu- 
siasts will be shot, and the emancipation 
of the fair island, which is bound to come 
some day, will be delayed rather than 
aided. 


CUBAN INSURRECTION SPREADING. 


General Campos Will Ask for More 
Reinforcements. 

Madrid, April 19.—Dispatches from Ha- 
vana inform the government that the re- 
bellion in Cuba ‘is spreading, but the insur- 
gents are badly armed and equipped. The 
dispatches Say that if the uprising spreads 
further General Martinez Campos will ask 
for reinforcements. 

For Recoguition of the Insurgents. 

Washington, April 19.—A_ bill recogniz- 
ing the belligerency of the Cuban revolu- 
tionists has been prepared in this city and 
will be introduced in congress when that 
body convenes in December next. It w4s 
drafted at the suggestion of certain repre- 
sentatives and senators who are in sympa- 
thy with the efforts of the Cubans to throw 
off the yoke of Spain, and these gentlemen 
will use their influence to pass it through 
both houses. Such action on the part of 
the United States would, of course, be of 
immense service to the revolutionists. It 
would result in the free shipment of arms 
and men to the island in support of the 
insurgents’ cause and would give them the 
moral and material support which they so 
greatly desire. 

Spanish officials say that but for the 
hope that the United States may recognize 
Cuban belligerency the revolution would 
collapse within thirty days. Mr. Marti, in 
pursuance of the programme already out- 
lined, will be elected president of the Cu- 
ban provisional government, which it jis 
proposed to establish at an early day. 

Senor Muruaga, the retiring Epanish min- 
ister to the United States, will leave Wash- 
ington tonight for New York, where he 
will remain a few days prior to his depart- 
ure from the country. It is not improbable 
that Muruaga may visit Havana before 
leaving the western hemisphere im prder 
to fully acquaint himself with the situa- 
tion of affairs in Cuba so that upon his 
arrival at Madrid he may be able to fur- 
nish the Spanish ministry with an intelli- 
gent account of the insurrection, as well 
as of public sentiment in this country with 
reference to the Cuban rebels. After a 
short stay in Madrid Mr. Muruaga will 
proceed to Paris and make that city his 
headquarters during the period he shall 
temporarily remain from active work in 
the Spanish diplomatic service. 


DREW THE LINE UPON PEKING. 
Make 


China Would Not Consent To 
It an Open Port. 

London, April 19.—The Times’ corre=- 
spondent in Peking says: ‘“‘It is untierstood 
that China has conceded everything re- 
quired by Japan except making Peking an 
open port. This she has strenuously re- 
sisted. Nothing is known here of any 
peace conditions Hkely to involve other na- 
tions in complications with Japan. The 
majority of Chimese here are still igno- 
rant of Japan’s demands. The utmost 
secrecy is observed. Li Hung Chang, who 
is returning from Simonoseki with his son- 
in-law, is still in high favor. I learn that 
false returns exaggerate the number of 
soldiers at Shanakwan and elsewhere. 
Peculation among the officials continue. 
The American missionaries are returning 
to Kalgum, 300 miles to the northward, as 
no further danger is feared. During the 
last days thé natives here are more insult- 
ing to foreigners.’’ 

Russia Dees 

The Standard’s 
Petersburg says: 

“The newspapers continue to express dis- 
content with the cession by China of main- 
land territory to Japan, but only a feeble 
idea is given by them of the extremeiy 
difficult position in which Russia is placed. 
It is a fact that the gravest apprehension 
exists in political circles antl it is evl. 
dent that Russia cannot submit to the 
ratification of the treaty and the present 
conditions, but it is very difficult to see 
what path will remain open should Japan 
and China persist in the ratification. There 
are excellent grounds for believing’ that 
Russia will ask for the cession of other 
Chinese mainland. If this be.refused con- 
sideration of her prestige will compel her 
to take decisive an'‘l prompt action.”

London, April 19.—Oscar Wilde and his 

friend, Alfred Taylor, were arraigned in 
the Bow street police court at noon today 
for further cxamination. Wilde looked 
greatly fatigued and really ill. His hair 
was ruffled, and his general appearance 
indicated carelessness. 

Charles Parker was called to the stand 
and testified that Taylor upon one occas- 
ion toJd him that he had gone through the 
marriage ceremony with young Mavor, he 
(Taylor) wearing woman’s clothes. After 
the ceremony there was a wedding break- 
fast, followed by an orgie, the disgusting 
details of which were fully recounted, 

A detective testified that he had searched 
the rooms occupied by Taylor in Chapel 
street. where he found checks payable to 
Mavor and telegrams from Wilde to Taylor 
arranging and canceling meetings, 

Other witnesses were called to the stand 
and gave similar damaging testimony, 

At the conclusion of the examination 
Wilde and Taylor were fully committed for 
trial in the central criminal court, Old Bai- 
ley. Application was made for bail, but it 
was refused. 

Wilde, in reply to the question whether he 
had anything to say, said: 

“Not at present.”

A Commercial Man Well Known Through 
the South Shoots Himself, 


BUSINESS TROUBLES THE CAUSE 


He Putsa Bullet in His Head at a 
New York Hotel. 


FORMERLY HE LIVED IN SAVANNAH 


His Last Thoughts Were of His ‘Wife, to 
Wtom He Wanted the News 
Broken Gently. 


New York, April 19.--Maurice Deitsch, the 
southern manager at Savannah, Ga., for 
the firm of Bennett, Sloan & Co., tea im- 
porters at No. 100 Hudson street, this city, 
committed suicide some time during last 
night at the Grand Union hotel, Forty- 
second street and Park avenue, by shooting 
himself in the head with a revolver. 

Mr. Deitsch arrived at the hotel on 
Wednesday and told the clerk that he 
wanted one of the best rooms in the house. 
He was assigned to room No. 88, on the 
second floor. He was seen about the hotel 
at various times until 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. : 

This morning a czambermaii knocked 
at the door, and receiving no answer, no- 
tified the officers. This afternoon she went 
to Deitsch’s room again, and was still 
unable to arouse the occupant. <A _ porter. 
of the hotel was sent to the room and the 
door was broken open. 

Mr. Deitsch was found dead, seated in a 
chair, with a bullet wound in his left tem- 
ple and a 32-caliber revolver lying on the 
fioor at his feet. The blood from the 
wound had run down over his night robe 
to the floor, where it formed a crimson 
pool, Upon the table in front of him wére 
half a dozen telegrams addressed to his 
friends. The first of these bore these in- 
scriptions: 

“Bennett, Sloan & Co., No. 100 Hudson 
Street—All efforts of mine of no avail; 
therefore, best to quit for good. 

“MAURICE DEITSCH.” 
addressed to J. H. Pike, Co- 
lonial Club, read as follows: 

‘““All arrangements fail me.’”’ 

Two other telegrams, which were dupli- 
cates, were addressed to W. H. Houseman, 
No. 132 Perry street, Savannah, Ga., and 
to S. D. Houseman, National hotel, Wash- 
ington, D. C. The telegrams read thus: 

“Your son-in-law, Maurice Deitsch, has 
met with a serious accident.”’ 

Still another telegram, addressed to Solo- 
mon Weil, No. 103 East Sixteenth street, 
read: 

‘‘Maurice Deitsch has met with a serious 
accident. Come at once. Be careful how 
you break the nature of the accident to my 
wife, as she is in very delicate health.”’ 

Mr. Weil came to the hotel tonight to 
make arrangements for the removal of the 
body. He said that Deitsch’s suicide was 
due to business troubles. He had been 
missing for thre days, and the police had 
been notified to .ook for him. 

Mr. Deitsch came to America when he 
was a young man, He spoke several lan- 
guages fluently and was well educated at 
one of the German universities. He secur- 
ed a position with Governor Dix, of New 
York, as private secretary, Some years 
later he went in business in Savannah, For 
three or four years he was associated with 
Herman Myers, the present mayor of Sa- 
vannah, in the grocery business, Mr. and 
Mrs. Deitsch had no children of their own, 
but adopted a boy and a girl. The latter 
grew to be a beautiful young woman. When 
she was about fifteen years old she was 
married to Mr. Myers, who had taken 
Deitsch into business with him. A year 
or two later Mr, Myers separated from his 
young wife. She obtained #,000 a year ali- 
mony from him, This rupture in the family 
was followed by Deitsch dropping out of 
the firm, with which he was getting a good 
salary. ‘ 

Afterwards he traveled the south for dif- 
ferent lines of business. He is well known 
in Atlanta and in fact in Jewish circles all 
through the scuth., 
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AN INFERNAL MACHINE. 


Marquet Opened It at the Bottom and 
Saved His Life. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 19.—(Special.)— 
The postoffice officials, police, detective 
land Gecret service men of the Uinted 
States government are now working on a 
most sensational attempt at murder com. 
mitted in Chattanooga. Of course the 
utmost secrecy is being observed, but the 
Story leaked out and here are the full 
particulars. 

At the first mail delivery this morning 
Will Marquet, a well konwn young tailor, 
received a queer package. He took off the 
paper wrapper and found a white pine 
— oot eight inches long and two and 
a nches square. On one end was 
stamped the word “Dominoes.” Without 
paying any special attention to the box 
Mr. Marquet opened it at the bottom and 
in doing so wndoubtedly saved his life. 
The box contained enough dynamite to 
blow up a big building and the infernal 
machine was so arranged that had He 
slid the top hack a match would have 
been ignited from a piece of sandpaper, so 
set as to scratch against the head. Close 
to the match was a short fuse and cap 
which connected with the deadly explosive. 
Had Mr. Marquet opened the box in the 
proper way he would have undoubtedly 
teen blown to atoms. 

As soon as he recovered from the shock 
of the attempt on his life he carried the 
box and its contents to Inspector White. 
side. The inspector at once began an 
investigation, assisted by the police. De- 
tectives and field inspectors are working 
on the case, but as there is absolutely no 
clew to the sender, there is little hope 
of apprehending him. 

Suspicion rests on a well-known electric 
railway conductor, whose alleged intimacy 
with a very pretty young lady of excellent 
family the boy had discovered. It is 
thought that, to guard his guilty secret, he 
devised this means of putting the boy out 
of the way. The boy was postmarked 
Ridgedale, which is a suburb reached by 
the tar line on which the conductor runs, 
Investigations may develop an 
social sensation.

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FRAUD IN CUSTOMS 
Sypher; an Importer, Has Been Cheat- 
ing for Years, 


AN OLO EMPLOYE GIVES IT AWAY 


The Government Has Lost Almost $100,- 
000 Through Fraudulent Invoices of 
Bric-a-Brac and Other Goods. 


New York, April 19.—One of the most 
startling stories of fraudulent evasions of 
customs duties which has developed in 
the port of New York for years caine to 
light today. It involves the name of one 
of the best known bric-a-brac dealers in 
the couniry and implicates possibly one or 
more customs employes who have until 
now enjoyed the unlimited confidence of the 
collector of the port and the heads of the 
various departments. The prominent cus- 
toms officials have not been so disturbed 
over a case of the kind for a long time, 
and for the last two weeks a thorough, 
unremitting investigation of the matter 
has been going on. The discovery of the 
frauds came from the former secretary 
and more recently head salesman of the 
house of O. L. Sypher & Co., of Fifth ave- 
nue and Twenty-sixth street. The informer 
is L. H. Todd, who, while the concern was 
@ corporation, acted as its secretary, but 
who for the last year or so, since the cor- 
poration dissolved, has been its head sales- 
man, 

Why Tedd Gave It Away. 

Todd was discharged in January last, it 
is said, for drunkenness. Two weeks ago 
he appeared at Collector Kilbreth’s cifice 
and astonished that official with infor- 
mation so startling that he hardly cred- 
ited the man’s statements.. His statements, 
however, have since been verified, and, 
with the assistance of Colonel Phelps, of 
the law department, and Appraiser Bunn 
the customs authorities have gathered in- 
disputable evidence that Todd’s statements 
are true and that O. L. Sypher & Co. have 
profited to the extent of thousands of dol- 
lars during the last fifteen years at the 
expense of the customs, and that with what 
looks like collusion of one or more cus- 
toms employes. Todd claims that for the 
last fifteen years Sypher has been import- 
ing into the port bric-a-brac, tapestry an- 
tiquities, artistic articles and relics at a 
rate of duty abnormally below their proper 
valuation, and cites numberless imporia- 
tions of artistic and valuable silver arti- 
cles from Great Britain, including trays, 
loving cups, valuable table pieces and other 
silver articles, which were invoiced as “old 
Silver” and valued at 4 shillings and 6 
pence per ounce. 

All Invoiced as “Old Silwer.” 

The customs officials did net receive a de- 
tailed invoice of the importation, as the 
whole consignment was invariably in-= 
voiced in a lump as “old silver.’’ Sypher 
would, however, receive a detailed invoice 
containing a list of the articles and the 
real value of the same and in nearly all 
Classes, said one of the customs officials 
today, the true value of these articles 
Would be ten or twelve times as great as 
the amount specified in the customs in- 
Voice. Most of the silverware passed 
through the second division of the ap- 
Praiser’s department, in which Cyrus A. 
Stevens was assistant appraiser until a 
year ago, when he was succeeded by H. W. 
Hart, who has charge of the department at 
the present time. 

Eugene Honeywell, who has been in the 
customs service fifteen years, is the man 
through whose hands the Sypher property 
passed and upon whose head now falls the 
Suspicion that Sypher was assisted in 
swindling the customs by one insitle the 
fervices. Collector Kilbreth has always 
had implicit confidence in this official, 
whom he describes as absolutely above 
suspicion until it is clearly proved that 
wic 18 Bullty. ‘Ine case nas many ramifica- 
tions and hints at smuggling and the im- 
plication of steamship employes are given. 

Will Not Go Abroad. 

Sypher has made strenuous efforts to 
make light of the charges. On Wednesday 
last he was closeted with Collector Kil- 
breth, Colonel Phelps and Appraiser Bunn 
and tried to explain matters. He, it was 
learned today, has secured passage on an 
outgoing steamship which sails tomorrow, 
but his counsel, ex-Judge Dittenhoeffer, 
prevailed upon him to stay here and face 
the matter. Ex-Juiige Dittenhoeffer as- 
sured the collector that Sypher would be 
ready when called upon by the authorities 
to meet the charges. The amount of 
money out of which the government has 
been swindled will run into the hundred 
Thousand ddilars, but the customs authori- 
ties are not now in a position to state the 


exact amount. Sypher conducts, perhaps, 
one of the most extensive enterprises of 


the kind in the worid. 
TRADE FOR THE PAST WEEK. 


What Bradstreet’s and Dun & Co, Say 
in Their Reviews. 

New York, April 19.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row, April 20th, will say: 

“The volume of general trade has main- 
tained the previous week’s proportions and 
at some points shows noteworthy increases 
as compared with the total a year ago. 
The reaction in petroleum prices appears 
to have been overcome and the tendency 
is again upward, based on a drop in stocks 
from about 11,000,000 barrels of Pennsylva- 
nia oil in January, 1894, to less than 3,000,- 
000 barrels of merchantable oil. So marked 
and rapid has been the appreciation in 
the price of petroleum that speculation in 
it has been excited. Further advances in 
quotations are noted also for wheat on im- 
proved demand for export, cotton on a 
widened consumption, present and pros- 
pective; print cloths ang other cotton 
goods because of higher raw cotton. 

“General trade conditions at the south 
are no better and in some respects less 
satisfactory. Improvement in demand is 
not announced at any point. In Texas the 
high winds and lack of rain have hurt 
crop prospects and the farmers in some lo- 
calities have not planted yet.’’ 

Dan & Ceo.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of 
trade tomorrow will say: 

“In every speculative department busi- 
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mess is growing, but this is really the | 
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least satisfactory feature of the situation. 
Cotton, oil'and wheat dlimbed above the 
export price,.so that the marketing of the 
Products abroad must be‘ checked, and 
money is absorbed which ought to be em- 
ployed in productive industry and in dis- 
tribution of products to consumers. Every- 
body knows that oil has not risen 200 per 
cent because it is intrinsically more valua- 
ble, nor is wheat actually worth more 
than it was two or three weeks ago, but 
the expansive and uplifting force has, un- 
fortunately, taken to speculation rather 
than to production, and so we have higher 
Prices in all speculative markets without 
@ larger demand for consumption. 

“There is “no evidence that cotton is in 
larger demand than it was when the price 
Was a cent lower, but prices have been so 
low for months that an upward movement 
was easy without much reason, though 
stocks here and abroad are 300,000 bales 
larger than they were at the same date 
after the greatest crop ever produced here- 
tofore, and spinners here and abroad have 
taken about 1,600,000 bales more than they 
have consumed. The rise tends to prevent 
the decrease of acreage, which is its one 
reasonable excuse. 

“Outside of speculative markets the most 
important feature is the rise in the price 
of beef, but which is largely due to the 
control of sources of supply by a few 
Strong corporations. There ought to be, 
but apparently is not, sufficient power in 
the hands of the government to meet any 
such conspiracy against the public, and 
the proposal of Secretary Morton to admit 
Mexican cattle and cattle from Canada on 
easy terms for the benefit of consumers ig 
heartily commended, though it is not like- 
ly to have much influence. The actual de- 
crease in receipts of cattle at the four 
chief western markets has been 200,000 head 
during the first quarter of 1895, and the 
quantity killed has been only 80,000 head 
less than last year—about 10 per cent—but 
facts have little to do with prices in this 
case, as in the case of oil. 

“In iron and steel the situation is rather 
disappointing, although the output con- 
tinues large, as the demand for finished 
products does not seem to increase. Struct- 
ural forms are in targe demand, but sales 


; Of wire are about 30 per cent less than last 


year, and in other branches there is ne 
perceptible gain. It is still an-open ques- 
tion whether the consumption will support 
the manufacture at the present rate, which 
is at least an eighth below the present 
maximum. 

‘Some large textile mills have advanced 
Wages at Fall River about 10 per cent, re- 
storing the rates paid after the reduction 
in September, 1893. Labor troubles are 
comparatively less serious this week and 
the tendency is toward larger returns for 
labor, which will increase the consuming 
power for other products. The cotton 
mills are encouraged by improving prices 
and are fairly busy. 

“The money markets are comparatively 
dull and the accumulation from the inte- 
rior continues, although there ts not ma- 
terial increase in the commercial demand. 
Foreign trade shows a heavy balance due 
abroad, and gold would undoubtedly go 
out in large amounts but for the negotia- 
tion of bonds by the syndicate. The gov- 
ernment deficit for the month thus far is 
over $10,000,000 and no reason appears to 
expect that it will much diminish. 

“Failures for the first eleven days of 
April amounted to $3,413,765, of which 
$1,424,238 were of manufacturing and $1,952,- 
527 of trading concerns. Failures during 
the past week have been 241 in the United 
States against 219 last year, and thirty- 
four in Canada against forty-five last 


year.” 


MRS. PARNELL ROBBED. 


Highwaymen Attacked Her as She 
Was on Her Way Home. 

Bordentown, N, J., April 19.—At half-past 
8 o’clock last night Mrs. Delia S. Parnell, 
mother of the late Charles Stewart Parnell, 
was murderously assaulted by highwaymen, 
who robbed her of a black satchel and a 
small sum of money. 

Daniel Griffin, night officer of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, heard Mrs. Parnell’s 
screams for help and quickly responded, but 
before he reached the scene of the assault 
the thieves had escaped. The highwaymen 
had torn open the satchel and had scatter- 
ed its contents around on the ground,

A RICH VEIN OF GOLD 


Miners Around Heflin Are Taking Ore 
Out in Paying Quantities. 


ONE OF ALABAMA'S OLDEST MINES 


Recent Finds Have Excited Great Inter- 
est in the Mining Belt-—A Call 
to the Silverites. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 19.—(Special.)— 
Great interest is being felt in the gold 
fields of Alabama in a discovery recently 
made near Arbacouchee. The find was 
made by J. H. Houston, who has peen 
operating in the Heflin gold fields for Many 
years. The discovery is that of a rich vein, 
which was worked some years ago, but was 
thought to have become exhausted. 

The veln has a peculiar history. A 
preacher named Reeves, who had been for 
several years getting gold from the surfice 
«rbacoochee, averaging 
from 25 cents to $1 per day, finally struck a 
rich vein higher up the hill in the ole 
washings at that place made from 1845 
to 13849. This discovery was 
three years ago. The vein being so high 
up the hill, Mr. Reeves could not get wa- 
ter, so he built a hittle tramway and, 
rolling the dirt down to a branch, washed 
it there. He was quite fortunate for a 
while. In a period of six to eight weeks 
with the assistance of two hands he ex- 
tracted 8,000 pennyweights of gold, worth 
$8,000. The largest nugget he found was 
estimated at $125, and was shipped to the 
mint at Washington for Mr. Reeves by J. 
H. Draper, of Oxford, Ala., and coined into 
gola dollars. 

At the end of eight or ten months’ work- 
ings, this pocket was supposed to have 
become exhausted and its further develop- 
ment was given up. But recently, as above 
stated, Mr. Hiouston, so reports from Hefiln 
say, pressed further into the hillside and 
found that the vein was not exhausted. 
He is now taking out a considerable 
amount of gold in good paying quantities 
trom this pocket. 

Interested in ‘the development of this 
particular vein and neighboring properties 
are Mr. Housten, of Arbacoocbee; William 
Ledbetter and E. E. G. Roberts, of «n- 
niston, and Mr. C. Ms. Harper, of Rome, 
Ga. 

The find has stirred up the gold workers 
a@ great deal, and the fever, which has 
been constantly on the increase the past 
few months, bids fair to rum up several 
notches.

The Permit for the Marietta Street 
Stable Not Signed. 


CITIZENS APPEAL TO THE MAYOR 


They Induce Him To Serd the Paper 
Back to the Council, Where It 
Will Come Up Next Meeting. 


The building permit for that livery sta- 
ble on Marietta street, granted by the 
general council at that special meeting 
Monday afternoon, is just now inoperative, 
and work on the structure cannot be 
commenced until the general council has 
had another whack at the paper which has 
caused to much talk. 

After the ordinance regulating the build- 
ing of stables in the city and the permit 
requested by Messrs, Bell & Coker had been 
disposed of Monday afternoon at the regu- 
lar session of the general council the mat- 
ter was presumably disposed of by the large 
delegation of citizens residing in that sec- 
tion of the city. 

Bue when the council in special session on 
Tuesday, twenty-four hours later, granted 
the permit, there was a general howl from 
the residents on Luckie, Bartow, Marietta 
and the other streets near the site of the 
proposed stable. The people were anxious 
to have the action of the council annulled 
and went to work to accomplish that end. 
The mayor was found to be out of. the 
city and the objectors grew impatient as 
the time for the permit to become effective 
and a law unless the mayor should veto 
the paper drew near. The mayor, however, 
came home yesterday and then the ob- 
jectors went to work industriously to se- 
eure his aid in making the action of the 
council inoperative for the present, seeking 
that course rather than applying to the 
courts for an injunction, something they 
would have done, however, had the mayor 
not reached the city in time to act. 

The Atlantians who do not want the sta- 
ble to go up on the lot on Marietta street 
that has been selected for the building mar- 
shaled their forces yesterday and rein- 
forced by Captain Harry Jackson, as at- 
torney, went before the mayor in his office. 
There were present a large delegation of 
citizens, the same gentlemen who have 
been opposing the stable all along, while 
the other side of the case, or the petition- 
ers, was represented by some of the ad- 
herents of that side, Mr. Bell, the junior 
councilman from the ¢hird ward, being one 
of the number. The objectors to the build- 
ing permit presented a petition represent- 
ing nearly $50,000 worth of property. The 
paper was an earnest appeal not to allow 
the building permit to become a law and 
invoked the veto of the mayor, if that was 
the only way out of it. 

Captain Jackson presented the case of the 
petitioners and urged that the permit to 
build be denied in the face of the evident 
desire of the people of that section not to 
have the stable, but he did not think the 
veto necessary, as the: mayor could return 
the paper to the council with recommenda- 
tions or suggestions. 

Those seeking the permit urged that it 
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had been granted and that the paper was 
then in the hands of the mayor, who could 
either approve it or veto it. If the mayor 
vetoed the paper that ended the matter, 
it was claimed, until it went back to the 
council, where the veto would either be 
received or overridden. If, on the other 
hand, he approved the paper, the cbjectors 


could either let the erection of the barn 


go on Or take an injunction and appeal to 
the courts of the state to settle the mat- 
ter forever. 

The conference—for that is what it was, 
more than a meeting—was informal, but was 
quite ‘interesting. Those present inter- 
changed views pleasantly and at times 
flippantly, almost. Neither side appeared 
to be the least irritated, but, on the contra- 
trary, both appeared to want to harmonize 
the matter if it could be done. 

Mayor King took the papers in hand and 
after a short consideration agreed to re- 
turn them to the general council at the 
next meeting, when the whole matter will 
be brought up again and the petition for 
the building permit will be given another 
chance for life. It is understood that the 
discussion of that paper will produce some 
rich and sensational features and that an- 
other piece of dirty linen will be washed 
in the public tub. 


POPE LEO TO THE ENGLISH. 


A Special Letter as a Token of Af- 
fection, 

London, April 20.—The Times has the 
English text of the pope’s recent apostolic 
letter to the English people. The letter 
fills three columns. In it the pope said he 
greatly desired to address to the English 
people a special letter and thus give them 
a token of his sincere affection. He wished 
keenly that some effort of his might tend 
to further the great work of bringing about 
the reunion of Christendom. The letter 
then cites historical evidence of the love 
and care shown by the pontiffs to England 
since Gregory the Great. and alludes to 
the exertions made by England for the §80- 
lution of the labor question, for religious 
education, for charitable objects, for the 
observance of Sunday and for respect of 
the scriptures. It says that man’s labors 
cannot attain to full efficacy without the 
appeal to God in prayer and the divine 
blessing. It dwells upon the increasing 
need of the unity of Christians as the best 
means of defense against modern errors. 
It speaks with satisfaction of the increas- 
ing number of those religious and discreet 
men who labor sincerely for reunion with 
the Catholic church. The pope writes that, 
with a loving Iteart, he turned to all and 
every community in England, desiring to 
recall to them this holy unity. He would 
invoke the assistance of the Catholics of 
England, Saints Gregory, Augustine, Peter 
and George, and above all, Mary, the 
mother of Jesus. Three hundred days’ in- 
dulgence is granted to all those piously 
reciting the prayer, with which the letter 
ends. 


PRINCIPLES NOT NAMES. 
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Senator Butler Says That the Popu- 
lists Will Join Any Silver Party. 
Raleigh, N. C., April 19,—(Special.)—The 

populist senator, Marion Butler, was asked 

by The Constitution’s correspondent how 
the new silver party impressed him, 

He replied: “The majority of the popu- 
list party favor making the financial ques- 
tion the issue in the next campaign. 
the free silver party wants free silver and 
nothing else, then populists. will not join 
in the fight. But if the free silver party 
favors honest financial reform, we will 
join with it under any name.” 

Butler said he stuck to the Ocala plat- 
form.

Justice Jackson Is Improving. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 19.—In an inter- 
view with The Nashville American, As- 
sociate Justice Howell E. Jackson, of the 
United States supreme court, in reply to a 
question as to his expectations concern- 
ing his return to his seat on the supreme 
bench, said: 

“I wrote a few days since to the chief 
justice, simply expressing my willingness 
to return to Washington and make a full 
bench in case the court should desire a re- 
hearing of the income tax case at this term 
of the court. I have heard nothing since 
then. The court usually adjourns for the 
term between the 15th and 2th of May, 
and if a rehearing is ordered, say early 
in May, I shall go and make a full bench. 
I do not know that a rehearing will be 
had, and it may not come until the Octo- 
ber term of the eourt. Of course, the de- 
termination of the case is a matter in which 
both the government and the taxpayers 
are much irterested. While Ll am not vet 
in condition to resume work, I have de- 
cided to go, in ease it is desired, for a 
rehearing at this term.’’ 

Justice Jackson was asked if he expected 
to be able to resume his duties ag a jus- 
tice by the time of the opening of the 
next term of the court, which takes place 
on the second Monday in October. He re 
plied in the affirmative, saying his physi- 
cians encouraged him so to believe. 

Justice Jackson appears quite cheerful, 
and his rest has done him much good.

Savannah, Ga., April 19.—(Special.—The 
Georgia Medical Association elected the 
following officers this morning, to serve 
during the coming year: 

President, Dr. F. M. Ridley, vf La- 
Grange; first vice president, Dr. W. H. 
Doughty, of Augusta; second vice presi- 
dent, Dr. M. L. Boyd, of Savannah; secre- 
tary, Dr. R. N. Taylor, of Griffin. 

There were three vacancies on the board 
of censors. These were filled by the elec- 
tion of Dr. Charles Hicks, of Dublin; Dr. 
H. B. McMaster, of Waynesboro, and Dr. 
Howard Williams, of Macon. 

The next meeting of the association will 
be held at Macon. Dr. Doughty extended 
the invitation just before adfourment. 

There was much indignation expressed in 
the meeting this morning over the morn- 
ing report of the doings of yesterday’s 
meetings. Exceptions were especially 
taken to the report of tha remarks of Dr. 
Ridley on the need of reform at the state 
insane asylum. The report, the doctors say, 
was misleading, as it left the impres- 
sion that the physicians were not in sym- 
pathy with the present management at the 
asylum. Such is net the case. The physi- 
clans appreciate the fact that the present 
officers of the asylum do all they can for 
the insane with the means at hand. The 
purpose of Dr. Ridley’s paper was to crit- 
fcise the legislature for its inactivity in 
the matter of caring for the insane. 

Dr. Ridiey today app>dinted the committee 
“that is to presert the needs of the asylum 
to the legislature. It is as follows: Dr. F. 
M. Ridley, of LaGrange; Dr. W. A. Love, 
of Atlanta; Dr. R. B. Barron, of Macon, 
Dr. W. O. Daniel, of Bullards, and Dr. R. 
BE. Griggs, of Columbus. After the election 
of officers today the convention adjourned. 

The doctors went down the river this af- 
ternoon on the steamer Vigilant. They vis- 
ited Wilmington island, where an oyster 
roast was eujoyed. The physicians are all 
pleased with their reception in Savannah. 
At the meeting this morning Dr. Ridley 
introduced a resolution thanking the mem- 
bers of the medical profession in Savannah 
for their hospitable entertainment during 
the convention. 

When the steamer returned to the dock 
about 7 o’clock Dr. W. B. Standifer, of 
Blakely, missed his footing on the gang- 
way and fell into the river between the 
boat and the wharf. Lill Kersh, of The 
Constitution, saw him fall, and heroically 
jumped from the steamer down under the 
wharf and caught the sinking physician by 
the hand, rescuing him from a watery 
death. Both were helped out by others 
who saw the trouble. The doctors all left 
for home tonight.

TRIBUTE BY THE BAR. 


Old Friends of George Dudley Thomas 
Hold Memorial Exercises. 

Athens, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—The Ath- 
ens bar held exercises this afternoon in 
memory of the late George Dudley Thomas, 
who was one of the foremost members and 
one of the ablest lawyers of the state, 

The courtroom was draped and above 
the judge’s stand hung the portrait of the 
lamented dead, Judge N. L, Hutchins, of 
Clarke gsuperigr court, and Judge Howell 
Cobb, of Clarke city court, presided over the 
meeting. Quite a number of citizens were 
present, 

The resolutions prepared by the commit- 
tee, consisting of Major W. S, Basinger, 
Captain W. B. Burnett, Judge A. S. Erwin, 
Colonel E. T. Brown and Colonel John J. 
Strickland, were offered by Major Basinger 
and were unanimously adopted. They read 
as follows: 

“George Dudley Thomas, whose untimely 
death these resolutions commemorate, was 
born in the city of Atheng on the 10th day 
of April, 1857. He was the second son of 
the late Colonel Stevens and Mrs. Isabella 
Thomas, His early education was obtained 
at home and at the hands of Hons. Howard 
Van Epps and Carlton Hillyer and the late 
Mr, A. M, Scudder. In 1872 he entered the 
freshman class of the University of Geor- 
gia, and four years later graduated in the 
class of 1876, standing first in his class. 

In 1878 he graduated from the university 
law school with high honors, and entered at 
once upon the active and successful prac- 
tice of his profession in his native city, In 
1882 he was elected professor in the law 
school of the University of Georgia, which 
position he filled with signal ability until he 
voluntarily resigned it in 1893. In 1883 he 


was happily married to Miss Kate R. Mor- | 


ton, eldest daughter of Hon, W. J. and 
Mrs- Rosena Morton, who, together with 
four littie girls of tender years, survives 
him. 

“In the city of Richmond, Va., at 7 o’clock 
a, m., on the 5th day of January, 1895, pain- 
lessly aad peacefully he sank to rest and no 
&Kalighther spirit ever entered the celestial 
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city. His mind was lucid and logical and 
peculiarly adapted to the solution of legal 
problems. His advancement was, therefore, 
wonderfully rapid and early in his profes- 
sional career he attained the very front 
rank of his profession, 

“When the voiceless messenger camé, 
though he had not yet reached the point 
‘where manhood’s morning touches noon,’ 
he was easily the peer of any of the young- 
er members of the Georgia bar. In the 
conduct and management of his cases he 
Was always cautious and considerate, but 
absolutely fearless and scrupulously fair. 
He maintadned the right with a sturdy vig- 
or that never wavered, but ‘no price could 
buy his talents for the wrong. 

“He loved justice, but was ever wont to 
temper it with mercy. He abhorred wrong 
and reyolted at oppression, and charity 
filled his heart and benevolence his life, In 
him were happily blended all the elements 
that made up loftiest manhood. 

‘As a friend he was loyal, generous and 
true, Eschewing the cant of the Pharisee, 
he was a living, breathing, forceful exem- 
plar of the faith he professed. Living we 
loved him, and now we cherish and vener- 
ate his memory. Therefore, 

“Resolved, That in the death of our late 
brother, George Dudley Thomas, our pro- 
fession has lost a priceless jewel and our 
local bar has suffered irreparable loss. 

“Resolved further, That in his death the 
state loses an honored citizen, the church a 
cansistent member, humanity a faithful 
friend, and we a loved and honored com- 
panion. 

“Resolved further, That their honors, 
Judges of the superior court of Clarke coun- 
ty and the city court of Athens, be request- 
€d to order these resolutions spread on the 
minutes of their respective courts, and that 
the clerk of said courts prepare and trans- 
mit a copy hereof to the family of our la- 
mented brother.” 

Several beautiful eulogies were delivered 
by different members of the bar who were 
present.

Still in Doubt. 


HAS A HARD TIME GETTING THE PLACE 


The Macon and NorthernIs Considering 
a New Schedule by Which Atlanta 
Will Get Another Train. 


Macon, Ga., April 19.—(Special,)—The su- 
preme court has set next Monday as the 
time for hearing the mandamus case of C. 
B. Massenburg vs. the county commission- 
ers of Bibb. At the regular county election 
last January Mr, Massenburg sprung @ po- 
litical sensation by running for county 
treasurer, which office had been abolished 
many years before by special act of the 
legislature, and the clerk of the board of 
county commissioners was made ex-officio 


county treasurer. 

Mr. Massenburg was elected, but the com- 
missioners refused to approve Massenburg’s 
bond or deliver to’ him the books of the 
ex-officio treasurer, because they did not 
recognize the existence of the office of 
county treasurer. Massenburg sought by 
mandamus to force the commissioners to 
accept his bond, and an elaborate hearing 
was had before Judge Hardeman of the 
superior court, Judge Hardeman overruled 
the mandamus, Massenburg now appeals 
to the supreme court, His attorneys are 
Clifford Anderson ard Washington Dessau. 
The commissioners are represented by Har- 
deman, Davis & Turner, The people of 
Bibb will await with much interest the re- 
sult of the hearing before the supreme 
court. 

Stockholders Will Not Fight. 

Judge Speer has set April 29th as the 
time to hear the question of making the re- 
ceivership of the Atlantic short line perma- 
nent. Mr, John R. Young is temporary re- 
ceiver. It is said that the majority stock- 
holders will not oppose the permanent re- 
ceivership, as they recognize the first lien 
of the Central National bank of New York 
for $50,000 to be a just indebtedness, If a 
permanent receiver is appointed the proper- 
ty will be sold at public outcry, and then 
the stockholders of the company will be 
placed on the same footing and can receive 
only their pro rata share of the fund that 
remains for distribution. This, of course, 
causes the few minority stockholders to 
lose the hold they had on the majority, 
and unless they buy the property them- 
selves they will have to take what they 
can get out of the proceeds that go into 
the registery of the county. The minority 
stockholders, or those who kicked against 
the sale of the property to the Macon, Dub- 
lin and Savannah railroad, own only about 
1) per cent of the entire stock. The general 
impression is that the property will finally 
pass into possession of the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah people. 

Petition for Reinstatement. 

Petitions are being numerously signed 
along the line of the Southwestern railroad 
from Macon to Columbus which will be 
presented to Judge Emory Speer, of the 
United States court, asking for the rein- 
statement of Captain Flem Geestin as a con- 
ductor on the Southwestern railroad. Cap- 
tain Geestin was a conductor on this road 
many vears, but some time ago he was dis- 
charged without notice or explanation, He 
has entered suit in the United States court, 
as has already been stated in The Consti- 
tution, against the Central railroad for 
$15,000 damages for defamation of character 
and breech of contract. The case will be 
tried at this term of court, Captain Geestin 
was one of the most popular conductors tn 
the state, and everybody on the line of 
the Southwestern would be glad to see him 
reinstated.

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. Begin the Campaign Now. 

There is-a strong movement among 
the democrais, both in Texas and in 
lndiana, to have a declaration from the 
party on the silver question in advance 
of the selection of delegates to the na- 
tional convention. 

A telegram from Texas says that sixty 
members of the house of representatives 
have united in a call for a caucus, at 
which, it is expected, an address will be 
made to the democrats throughout the 
state, inyiting them to select delegates 
to a convention to be held in June or 
July, to make a declaration on the sil- 
Ver question. 

In Indiana there is to be a contest in 
the party. Governor Matthews repre- 
sents the free coinage element and Liew- 
tenant Goeyernor Nye represents the 
goldbug element. Nye has declared 
straightout for the single gold stand- 
ard. When asked whether the party 
would split on this question in the next 
national convention. Nye said he did 
not believe it would, but that it “would 
probably be able to put in a plank that 
does not mean anything.” He further 
femarked that he thought both pariies 
will do this. 

Our opinion is that Mr. Nve is badly 
mistaken about this. Whatever the re- 
publicans may do, the democrats cer- 
tainly cannot afford to go before the 
eountry with any uncertain or equivocal 
declaration on the silver question. If 
Nye’s prediction turns out to be correct, 
there won't be enough voters left in the 
party outside of the eastern demo-repub- 
licans and the federal officeholders to 
fill a train of passenger coaches. 

Mr. Nye seems to mistake the situation 
so far as the democratic party is con- 
cerned. The condition of the party is 
not at all prosperous. It labors under 
a great disadvantage before the people. 
It has the ghosts of broken pledges star- 
ing it in the face. It went before the 
people in 1892 and solemnly pledged 
itself, its leaders and its candidates to 
restore siiver to its old place as a part 
of the standard money of the country 
if the people would give it the longed-for 
opportunity. ° 

So far so good. 


The people gave it 
the opportunity. They rallied to its 
candidates. They elected Mr. Cleve- 
land president by a large majority. But 
what bas become of the solemn pledge 
of the party? It has not only been repu- 
diated by the man the party selected 
to carry it out, but he now declares that 
any attempt to redeem it should. be met 
by the prompt organization of the mon- 
ey power in opposition. 

In this off year democrats may as well 
be frank with each other. The party 
has been discredited—all but wrecked — 
by its chosen leaders. Its most solemn 
pledges have been repudiated and de- 
nounced by the men selected to redeem 
them. 

Our opinion of Nye, of Indiana, is that 
he is anxious to see the democratic or- 
ganization destroyed. As he is an out 
and out goldbug it is natural-to suppose 
that he desires to see the democracy 
wrecked. No better plan than his has 
been suggested if that result is desired. 
All that is necessary to give the finish- 
ing touch to demoralization is the adop- 
‘tion next year of a financial plank that 
“means nothing.” 

Even a radical demand for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
will not save the party from defeat next 
year unless in the meantime the demo- 
crats who control the state and county 
organizations have demonstrated to the 
satisfdction of the voters of the country 
that they are earnest and enthusiasfic 
in their peofessions. The democrats who 
are sincerely desirous to see their party 
succeed next year should begin the work 
of organization now. It is not any too 
early for them to begin at once their 
campaign in behalf of the free coinage 
of silyer.

The Tribune quotes the law of 1792 
providing for the coinage. ef “dollars or 
units, each to be of the value of a Span- 
ish milled dollar, as the same is how 
current, and‘to contain 371 grains and 
four-sixteenths part of a grain of pure, 
or 416 grains of standard silver.” Con- 
tinuing, The Tribune says that “after 
providing fer the coinage of half and 
quarter dollars and dimes and half 
dimes, the section ends thus: ‘Cents, 
each to be of a value of one-hundredth 
part of a dollar and to contain eleven 
pennyweights of copper; half cents, 
each to be of the value of half a cent 
and to contain five pennyweights and a 
half pennyweight of copper.’ ” 

With this as a basis, The Tribune pro- 
ceeds to say: 

‘The free silverites claim that_because 
the ‘dollar, or unit,’ was to be of silver, 
therefore the silver dollar was made 
the unit of account. The ‘dollar,’ and 
not the pound sterling or a fractional 
part of a dollar, as proposed by Robert 
and Gouverneur Morris, was made the 
unit.” 

In other words, The Tribune proves 
that the silver dollar of 371 4-16 grains 
was the unit of value, and then it draws 
the very logical conclusion that it was 
not the unit of value. Therefore it was, 
and henee it was not. How simple and 
easy this is!

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Americans in Guatemala. 

From a recent government report on 
“foreign relations’ it appears that 
Ameriean citizens have very little pro- 
tection in Guatemala. 

The case of Henry J. Stibbs seems to 
be a bud one. It is alleged that he was 
arrested without cause; conlined with 
orders to the guard to shoot him if he 
attempted to escape; compelled to pur- 
chase his own food, and required to 
nominally enter the military service be- 
fore he was allowed his liberty. He was 
detained twenty days and then released. 
All this was dove in spite of his Ameri- 
can citizenship. 

Another case is that of W. H. Argall, 
Heury Thomas and Robert Pardee. They 
obeyed the orders of their employer and 
removed a shed from his land which 
had been placed there by a government 
officer. For this they were locked up 
and Argall was whipped with a raw- 
hide for asking perinission to speak to 
the officer in command. Twelve days 
later they. were released, no charges 
having been made against them. Gen- 
eral Pierce Young, in reporting the case 
to the state department, says: 

I talked with ‘the three men within four 
hours from the time of their arrest, and 
was shown by Argall the cruel stripes upon 
his back. It seems to me that the governe- 
ment of Guatemala ought to be made to 
pay damages in both instances, and es- 
pecially heavy damages to Argall. I ex- 
amined the two men whe were not whippel, 
but who witnessed the blows goven to Ar- 
gail, and they corroborated in all respects 
his statement. 

This imprisonment was an outrage, but 
the jashing of a defenseless, respectable 
man inside the prison walls, by one of the 
officers who had charge of him, without 
trial or sentence, is an outrage which ought 
to be atoned for by heavy charges, and, if 
not atoned for, in the language of Argall, 
‘then is there really any security for the 
life, limb and property of any American in 
this republic?’

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Campos on Cuba, 

Now that General Martinez Campos 
has landed in Cuba and is ready to take 
the field against the insurgents, it will 
be of interest to recall his description of 
the Cuban revolution which he = sup- 
pressed in 1878. 

At that time Campos 
Maceo, who is at present the leading 
general of the revolutionists. In a let- 
ter to his government ip 1IS78S Campos 
spoke of Maceo as a mulatto driver who 
had immense ambition, courage and 
prestige, and natural talent under his 
rnde cover. The general said: 

This war cannot be called such. It is a 
hunt in a deadly clime for us, in a country 
that is a desert. We find the food injurious. 
While the natives find enough to eat, we 
cannot even obtain a sweet potato. They 
are accustomed to the life of the savage; 
go naked, or almost naked. They have 
the strength and the instinct of the wild 
beast, both in attacking and retreating. 
When we least think of it, we pass by their 
side, not seeing them. 

It was thought before that the character 
of the inhabitants was not proper for war, 
but the whites as well as the negroes have 
proved the contrary. Promises which were 
never fulfilled, all kinds of abuses, nothing 
devoted to inierior progress, the exclusion 
of the natives from all the branches of the 
administration and other faults were the 
causes of the insurrection. 

The belief of the government here was 
that they had no other means but terror, 
and that it was a question of policy not to 
establish the reforms until all warlike dem- 
onstrations had subsided. By following 
such tactics we never would have finished, 
not even by filling up the island with sol- 
diers. It is necessary, if we do not want 
to ruin Spain, to go openly into the policy 
of liberties. 

He went on to say that Spain would 
find it advisable to give the white Cu- 
bans places under the island govern- 
ment, as they would always be dissatis- 
fied if the offices were held by importa- 
tions from the mother country. 

The situation is not much changed to- 
day. Campos will still have to fight his 
old enemy, Maced, and the Spanish 
troops will have to contend with sav- 
age guerrillas, famine and yellow fever. 
Perhaps this uprising will share the 
fate of others, but if it drags along nntil 
the American people begin to aid the in- 
surgents, it may have a happier termina- 


tion.

When millions of these people, who 
Seen to be born with the capacity for 
invention and skilled-labor, turn their 
attention to the leading lines of manu- 
facturing, they will be the most dan- 
serous competitors that the Huropeans 
and Americans ever had. Already it is 
announced that the Waltham Watch 
Company will establish a plant in Ja- 
pan, in order to secure the advantage 
of cheap and skilled labor. Other big 
concerns in this country and in Europe 
Will doubtless establish similar branches. 

It is not too early to begin to think 
about the probable effeet of this extraor- 
dibary phase of eastern development 
upon our affairg. 


The Habit of Saving. 

The French suffer less from panics 
and depressions than any other people 
on the globe, and it is because thrift is 
the basis of their prosperity. 

In France nearly every person saves 
something for a rainy day. The habit 
is almost universal, and those who earn 
the Jeast are sure to be found in this 
great saving class. The French savings 
banks have more than 8,000,000 deposit- 
ors, and their deposits amount to about 
$800,000,000, and this large sum is made 
up of small accounts. 

The French schools teach the children 
to save mouey, and the most frequent 
prize given to a bright pupil is a say- 
ings bankbook with a small sum to the 
credit of the owner. This is given 
Where in this country we would give a 
medal or a book. 

When a community has a lot of mon- 
ey deposited in savings banks it is easy 
to borrow money without going to out- 
side capitalists. The local banks are 
prepared to lend to home people at a 
moderate interest. In the large cfties 
and factory towns of the eastern states 
the savings banks are the great safe- 
guard of the poor wage-earners against 
hard times, and if the saving habit was 
aus general here as it is in Irance, our 
people would have passed through the 
recent financial depression without se- 
riously feeling it. 

Iivery child should be taught the im- 
portance of saving without being ava- 
ricious and niggardly. We need more 
thrift. The average American wage- 
earner Wastes enough in his lifetime to 
make bim comfortable in his old age. 
We should take a lesson from the 
French in this respect. They know how 
to enjoy life and at the same time work 
hard and save money.

But 
since The Hawkeye calls for “southern 
sunlight,” refusing to accept the illumi- 
nation of the Towa lightning bug, we 
take pleasure in giving it a supply. 

The correspondent asks: “Will not the 
bullion owners take advantage of the 
free coinage to get the enhanced value 
for their bullion?’

Mankind will be fortunate, indeed, if the 
annual production of gold ‘and silver coin 
shall keep pace with the annual increase of 
population and industry. According to my 
views of the subject the conspiracy which 
seems to have been formed in Europe to 
destroy by legislation and otherwise from 
three-sevenths to one-half the metallic 
money of the world is the most gigantic 
crime of this or any other age. The con- 
summation of such a scheme would ulti- 
mately entail more misery upon the human 
race than all the wars, pestilence and 
famines that ever occurred in the history 
of the world. 

Eyery prediction that Mr. Carlisle 
made has come to pass. The results of 
silver demonetization have been worse 
than war, famine or pestilence. The 
people have been reduced to a state of 
misery and despair that only a general 
famine could match. 

But now when the forces of honesty, 
justice and fair dealing need a leader— 
when the people ery out for relief, Mr.

ALK OF THE TOWN, 


 Workmen conmenced te tearing down the 

old Savannah theater day before yesterday. 

! This is cne of the 
oldest landmarks in 
Georgia and is a fa- 
mous landmark in 
the theatrical world. 
It is known vo all 
the actors and sto- 
vies are told in dra- 
matic circles of in- 
teresting things that 
bave happened there, 
ine famous actors 
Who have appeared 
on the boards of this ancient amusement 
house, and of the great gatherings that 
have been held within its walls. 

An Atlanta man was present at the thea- 
ter Wednesday night when the last per- 
formance occurred on the venerable ‘stage, 
and was a spectator of the impressive scene 
the next day when the irreverent hand of 
the workman commenced to pull down the 
wall that has stood the storms of soe many 
years, sheltered so many hopes, looked 
upon so many triumphs and so many dis-< 
appointments, that have echoed with the 
Shouts of laughter and the gebs of grief 
of three generations and have held within 
their limits many famous men. 

It was naturally a sad spectacle to look 
upon the destruction of an old aouse that 
has stood for s9 Many years that it has 
won the name of being the oldest theater 
in the United States. 

“IT went behind the scenes,” said the 
Atlanta gentleman, “during the perform- 
ance and into the greenroom. There are 
stories and stcries abcut the old green 
room. It ‘s told in the profession that 
the grecnroom is haunted and there are 
many tales of «he sounds heard and the 
scenes seen there. 

‘I went into the grewsome place. The 
furniture was old, musty and worn. The 
chairs were old fashioned, of the period 
of our great-grandfathers. They were low 
with high backs. They pointed out the 
chairs in which the famous actors have 
sat. ‘Forrest sat in that chair,’ they told 
me; ‘Macready sat in that,’ and ‘Joe Jef- 
ferson sat in that when he -was a young 
man and not known as he is today.’ 

“Then they told me ghost stories. They 
said that all the old actors who once 
played there, but who are now dead, as- 
semble there and hold rehearsals. The 
stories were blood-curdling and as I ‘lis- 
tened the stillness all around seemed must 
profound. Suddenly a rooster crowed and 
myself and the three actors who were in 
the dressing room jumped up and started 
to rush out. It developed that it was 
only a little bantam rooster that is a pet 
in the theater.’’ 


Associated with this old theater are 
some of the greatest names of the theatri- 
cal world: James A. 
Herne, who wrote the 
beautiful play, 
“Shore Acres,’ was 
an unknown actor in 
a stock company 
that played at the 
house for a number 
of months. The house 
was once managed 
by John Templeton, 
father of Fay Tem- 
pleton. At another 
time it was under 
the management of John T. Raymond, the 
famous comedian. All the great actors 
of the century have appeared there, many 
of them when they were unknown to fame. 
The Crisps, father and mother of the 
speaker of the house, played there often. 

Years ago a stock company produced 
all the plays there. It wes then that 
Herne, dt that time a promising young 
player, became associated with the house. 


He joined the company and played there 
quite a long while. He gained a reputa- 
tion for earnestness and hard work. Pos- 
sibly tue piayers of that day recognized 
in the ambitious young aspirant the great 
playwright and actor of this day. In his 
acting in the old theater Herne showed 
signs of that powerful re: ilism which has 
made his name a power in the stage world 
of today. Often and often he speaks of 
the old ‘days in Savannah and no heart 
will feel more keenly the pang that comes 
with the knowledge that the old and 
henored playhouse is being torn to pieces 
than will his.

Messrs. King & Spalding, who conducted 
the case before Judge Lumpkin here for 
the Seaboard, will be retained in the sult 
that is to be further prosecuted, and the 
Seaboard people will present a strong front 
when they meet the associated roads be- 


fore the federal powers. 
It goes without saying that the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association

Judge Lumpkin decided that in the mat- 
ter of through business the Western and 
Atiantic could not be held from boycot- 
ting the Seaboard. 

Now the appeal is made ‘on this point. 

It is claimed by the Seaboard people that 
no case testing the right of any assucia- 
tion like the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association has ever been made. 

It is claimed, on the contrary, by promi- 
nent members of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association that such a 
case has been made and that the associa- 
ted roads won the case. 

They say in the celebrated Denver and 
Rio Grande case the test of an association 
of roads was made in this particular prac- 
tice. They say that in this famous case 
the ruling. was in favor of the association 
as against the road boycotted, and that in 
the case there was no charge of fraud, as 
has been brought against the Seaboard in 
this late case. 

It will be remembered that in the case 
of the Seaboard charges of “‘rehandling’’ 
cars and of other irregular practices were 
brought out and the court in its decision 
placed the Seaboard under bond to make 
good the loss to the Western and Atlantic 
for these practices against it. 

But the Seaboard ‘‘has blood in its eye’ 
and will fight the battle over again in the 
higher courts. 

This brings on more fun and the railroad 
world of the continent will listen while 
the proceedings are drawn out.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


, Not Necessarily Protection. 

Editor Constitution—Your readers are 
greatly indebted for the following, which 
you quote as from Mr. Lineoln: 

“If the United States has the money and 
needs iron and buys it in Europe, it has the 
iron, but has parted with the money. If 
the money is spent for iron produced and 
made in this country, then we have both 
the iron and the money.” 

You may well say “this is business.’’ And 
“business’’ is what the country needs. 

As tersely stated by a recent southern 
organization, ‘‘Less politics and more busi- 
ness’ is the proper motto. 

You, of course, appreciate the fact that 
your quotation from Mr. Lincoln is, in a 
paragraph, the American platform of Henry 
Clay. 

This policy of encoyragement and protec- 
tion for our home industries made the 
United States prosperous and powerful. And 
when we were reaching that point where 
our home products seemed to need some- 
thing wider than a home market, this’ pul- 
icy was supplemented by the republican 
remedy of reeiprocity. This remedy is the 
arranging by agreement with other coun- 
tries—each one separately according to the 
apparent needs—for reciprocal trade tTela- 
tions that are mutually beneficial. 

With this wider field, thus opened on 
lines not hurtful to our home industries, 
do you not realize that we would keep the 
balance of trade in our own favor?—that 
we could sell more than we must buy? 

Our only need for Mr. Cleveland’s ‘‘sound 
money” is to pay the balance of exchange 
against us in our trade with other eoun- 
tries. When that balance is in our favor 
the “goldbug’’ would have no special use 
for the gold except to hoard it. 

With the balance of trade in our favor, 
we can require that balance to be paid to us 
in whatever money suits us best—silver, $f 
you prefer it. But while we continue to be 
debtor in trade, or in credit, we must pay 
to suit our creditors and not to suit our- 
selves. 

By the present law authority for reci- 
procal trade was repealed, and it is now 
sought to compel Americans to produce 
crops and fabrics in competition with un- 
derpaid foreign labor, and thus enter into 
competition with the world. 

The result of this is seen in the large 
balance of trade against us because of 
low prices for our staples of export, and in 
consequence is this cry for ‘“‘sound money” 
with which to pay our debts. 

Let me express my thanks to you for 
the publication of the sound economic say- 
ing of the late president, Abraham Lincoln.

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A BIG LAW SUIT. 


Horton and Parsons Filed an Amend- 

ment to Their Bill Yesterday. 

Messrs. Mayson & Hill, attorneys for H. 
M. Harton and Joseph H. Parsons in the 
suit of the latter against David M. Mc- 
Kee and F. F. Moore, to compel them to 
carry out a big land contract, filed an 
amendment to the original complaint be- 
fore Judge Newman yetserday. 

The case came up in the court several! 
weeks ago and was exhaustively argued 
by the attorneys on both sides. The de- 
fendants are represented by Messrs. Glenn 
& Rountree and F. F. Moore. 

The details of the suit were published in 
The Constitution at the time of the hear- 
ing. The complainants allege that the de- 
fendants agreed to sell them 134,000 acres 
of south Georgia timber land and that 
when the time came for closing the deal 
and transferring the property the defen- 
dants declined to fulfill their contract. 

The amount involved is about $200,000. 

The amendment to the bill was made at 
the suggestion of the eourt, Judge New- 
man stating in an opinion rendered about 
ten days ago that unless the complaints 
set forth more clearly and definitely their 
offer to carry out their part of the con- 
tract, showing a readiness to pay. the 
amount of the purchase money down. 
which was $15,000, and indicating certain 
property which would be mortgaged as 
security for the balance of the purchase 
price, the court would sustain the demur- 
rer filed by the defendants’ attorneys. 

In compliance with the suggestion of 
the court the amendment filed yesterday 
averred that the complaints were ready 
able and willing to comply with every 
term of the contract and that they were 
ready! and prepared to pay the $15,000 
eash and give security on the balance 
by mortgaging 3,400 acres of coal land lo. 
cated 4n Fayette and Walker counties. 
Alabama, along the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road, valued at $10 per acre. 

The defendants’ attorneys objected to 


the allowance of the amendment on fim 
grounds as follows: 

1. Because there is no right by the cone 
tract to do so. 

2. Because the court has no power te 
pass upon the question as to what property 
shall be accepted. 

3. ‘Because the offer is conditional. 

4. Because it is unaccompanied with any 
evidence of title to the property set out. 

> Because the title is not shown to be 
unencumbered nor is its character stated. 

The case will probably be heard again 
by Judge Newman in the near future.

W heat Very Active, Though the Close Was 
a Shade Under Yesterday—Par- 
dridge Covered. 


New York, April 19.—Speculation at the 
etock exchange ovened buoyant, prices 
moving up all along the line. The early 
gain was equal to 4@15s pér cent, and was 
most marked in General Electric, Balti- 
moré and Ohio, Lead, the Grangers, the 
trunk lines and the low-priced issues gen- 
crally. The rise was checked by a sudden 
drop in American Sugar from 107 to 105%. 
Sales of this stock were heavy, and were 
attributed to a prominent room operator 
and not to any change in trade conditions 
which, according to authorities, have im- 
proved of late. The slump in Sugar led to 
a decline in the usually active list of % to 
1 per cent, Manhattan leading. The in- 
quiry from the shorts in this stock has 
abated for the moment, and in the ab- 
sence Of sustaining orders the stock, after 
its recent rise, is particularly sensitive. 
The downward tendency of the market was 
checked, however, by a sudden rise in 
Baltimore and Ohio from 54% to 56. The 
fact that London was not disturbed on ac- 
count of the passing of the dividend by 
the directors brought about a change in 
sentiment in:the stock and there was fair 
inquiry to cover short contracts. Low- 
priced issues, such as Kansas and Texas, 
Lake Erie and Wesiern, Flint and Vere 
Marquette, Erie, Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago, Laclede Gas and Lead were 
in favor, and sold at the best prices in 
months. Lead moved up to 35 on the re- 
iteration of rumors of an early resumption 
of dividends. Nothing of an official char- 
acter has developed so far. In the after- 
noon trading speculation was quiet, but 
the strength of Michigan Central, which 
touched 100%, acted as a back log and kept 
the market firm. Brokers identified with 
the New England reorganization were ac- 
credited with putting that stock up to 39%, 
which was the price in the last hour of 
business. Speculation left off firm with 
prices anywhere from 4g to 1% per cent 
higher on the day. The total sales were 
246,380 shares, including 32,300 Sugar, 20,100 
St. Paul and 12,900 Baltimore and Ohio.

As for the 
iexas weather, it was dry all through the 
State, and many telegrams state that if 
the drought continues much longer it. will 
a@ serious thing. Already there are 
bullish estimates of the next Texas crop 
in circulation, some going so far as to 
Say that it will be only 2,250,000, or 1,000,000 
bales less than the present crop. This 
illustrates the importance attached to the 
present dry weather in that great state. 
One dispatch from Manor, Texas, reported 
the weather as indicating rain, but it had 
little if any effect, though it is supposed 
that good rains in Texas would cause a 
Sharp reaction, but today prices here ran 
up 9 to 10 points and closed steady at 
near the top figures. The signal service 
predicted fair weather with variable winds 
in eastern and northwestern Texas for 
twenty-four hours ending 8 a. m. tomor- 
row, New Orleans sent a good many 
buying orders here today, but the specula- 
tion, so far as outsiders were concerned, 
was less.active and the total sales for the 
day fell off to 185,000, against 270,200 yester- 
day. Liverpool and the continent were 
buying, however, and the leading bulls 
here bought the distant months, such as 
October, though they sold June and August 
to some extent. Manchester sent bullish 
cables. Southern markets were higher in 
some cases. New Orleans advanced 11 
points, and the exports from ports were 
large, The Liverpool weekly report shows 
stock of all kinds 1,722,000, including 1,603,000 
American.

at the Exposition. 
~ MUCH INTEREST IN THE PROFESSION 


It Will Se an UINaLE of Miss Little- 
ton’s Theater—She Has Bought a 
‘Site for the Building. 


The theater to he built at Picdmogt park 
fs to be a larger and more interesting en- 
terprise than was at first thought. 

Tt will uot only furnish entertaiyment to 
the thousands of exposition visitors through 
the expensive productions that will be seen 
there, but will be of interest to every NWem- 
ber of the theatrical profession in the 
country. 

It is the purpose of Mrs. Littleton to have 
in connection with the theater a commo- 
dious exhibit hall In which a magnificent 
collection of exhibits pertaining to the 
stage and to theatricals generally will be 
displayed. 

Mrs. Littleton, the wonderfully energetic 
woman who conceived the scheme for the 
theater and the dramatic exhibit, and who, 
with marvelous business capacity, organ-~ 
ized the strong company back of the con- 
cern, has purchased ground for the theater, 
and will commence construction as soon as 
the plans cam be drawn. 

When Mrs. Littleton first approached the 


exposition authorities with reference to the 


theater privilege, the greatest difficulty 
she found in her way was the fact that she 
could not obtain a permanent site for her 
building. As it was her purpose to spend 
Several thousand dollars upon the struc- 
ture, she wished to build ~ it” so 
that it would stand permanently, and 
fér that reason did not wish to erect it 
on a site that she did not own herself. It 
was impossible for her to purchase from 
the exposition company the grounds she 
needed, as the exposition company holds 
the park only through a lease of threé 
years, and she went to work to find a good 
site adjacent to the grounds and convenient 


to the buildings. 

She succeeded in finding a suitable site, 
and has purchased it. It is located in 
the southwest corner of the grounds and 
just west of the forestry building. It will 
be taken inside the exposition inclosure, 
and to all intents and purposes will be a 
part of the grounds. 

At the meeting of the executive board of 
the exposition yesterday afternoon the full 
plan and work of Mrs. Littleton were de- 
veloped. In the course of the discussion 
that preceded the action taken on her ap- 
plication for the concession, many things 
of a complimentary nature were said of 
the plucky woman who has achieved so 
much, and who has such ambitious plans 
for the exposition. 

The matter came up for ratification, a 
favorable report having been made by the 
concessions committee. In her application 
to the concessions committee Mrs, Littletun 
Stated that she would build a_ splendid 
theater for the production of any class of 
Stage entertainment, and would have 
in connection an intensely interesting 
exhibit of stage appurtenances and stage 
literature. She asked for the privilege of 
running in connection with these enter- 
prises a cafe. The theatrical exhibit build- 
ing, she stated, would be the headquarters 
of all theatrical people at the exposition. 

te concessions committee did not report 

avorably upon the application fof running 
a cafe, and Mr. t Adair wanted to 
grant her this privilege in consideration 
of the good work she proposed to do for 
the exposition. 

“I am in favor of letting her have the 
concession for a cafe,”’ said Mr. Adair, ‘‘on 
account of the fine attraction which she 
is preparing to have at the exposition. She 
has bought a building site and proposes to 
Spend $40,000 in erecting a, permanent thea- 
ter on it: In addition to this, she will have 
an exhibit that will be as interesting as 
any on the ground. It is the first time, I 
think, that the dramatic profession has 
ever attempted to make a display of this 
kind, and it will interest every visitor to 
our fair. 

“Mrs. Littleton has enlisted the entire 
dramatic profession in her enterprise. They 
aré holding benefits in New York ahd 


other large cities now to assist in the ex- 


hibit which will represent the actors here. 
Besides this, she has interested a number 
of wealthy New York people in her com- 
pany, and her show will be one of the best 
on the grounds. In view of all this, I am 
in favor of extending to her some extra 
consideration.” 

Others spoke on the same line, among 
them Mr. 8S. M. Inman. 

“Mrs. Littleton is a brave woman, and 
has fought against many difficulties,’’ said 
he. “If she succeeds in her undertaking, 
She will have accomplished more than any 
person connected with this exposition. I 
am in favor of granting her whatever con-+ 
cessions we can without conflicting with 
What has already been done.’’ 

The action of the committee in granting 
the privilege for the theater was approved 
and the cafe feature was referred to the 
concessions committee. 

It is Stated that Mrs. Littleton has $100,- 
000 capital, and will make her theater and 
auxiliary branches attractions that will 
draw thousands of exposition visitors. 

The actors of the country are being in- 
terested in the movement, and they will 
be handsomely represented.

Chairman Dodge and Sexton Clayton Have 
Transformed the City ot the Dead. 
Ready for Memorial Day. 


Oakland cemetery will be in better con- 
Gitidén on Memorial Day than it has ever 
been in its history. 

Chairman Dedge, of the cemetery com- 
mittee, and City Sexton Claytoh have «pm- 
pletely transformed somie portions of the 
cemetery and have made Oakland the 
prettiest cemetery in the south. Though 
working with a very limited appropria- 
tion, they have about accomplished the 
work they undertook last fall. Both Mr. 
lodge atid Mr. Ciayton are extremely 
anxious to have the cemetery in the pink 
of condition when Memorial Day comes 

und, as Atlanta will be within the 
four walls of Oakland on that day. Every 
lot in the cemetery has been worked over 
and on none of them is there a stray flower 
cr a straggling bush. The grass has been 
mowed and made even all cover the lots, 
while all of the graves Have been smooth- 
ed, banked and freshly sodded. The 
drives are now nearly all solid with chert, 
that new light paving which Mr. Dodge 
and Mr. Clayton found after locking over 
all the pavings which give cut no sound 
and at the same time resist the cutting of 
wheels when the wettest weather is on. 

That section of the cemetery given to 
the veterans of tthe south has received 
great attention snd never before on Memo- 
mal Day has that plat of ground in which 
rest the brave men of the south been 
more attractive or better suited for the 
reception of the greac banks of flowers 
that will be then strewn. Not a nook or 
corner is there in the spot 80 dear to the 
people of Atlanta that has not keen given 
the careful, diligent attention of both Mr. 
Clayton; the sexton, and Mr. Dodge, the 
chairman of the cemetery committee. 

“T notice,’ sand Mr. Claytcn yesterday, 
“that there has been registered some com- 
plaint about flowers being taken from’ the 
graves. It does happen once in a while, 
but if those who make the complaint knew 
how many people I have had arrested for 
that very thing they would be more chari- 
table. Then, do you know, too, that I have 
detected some of the very best people of 
the city taking flowers from graves that 
way and when I appioach them about it 
they are surprised to know that there is 
any wrong in it, and estonished when told 
that there is a law against it. I do my 
best to protect the flowers put there and 
am now working out a plan which I think 
will prevent it when I put it in operation.” 

Mr. Dodge, who was present and heard 
what Mr. Clayton said, bore him out in 
all he said and referred to many arrests 
that had been made for the offense, citing 
‘one case in which the daughter of one of 
the best-known citizens of Atlanta had 
been “‘given a copy of charges” by Jumbo 
Hunter when he was watchman at the 
cemetery. 

“All we want,” said Mr. 
show the people of Atlanta on Memorial 
Day that Atlanta has in Oakland the 
prettiest, neatest, cleanest and best kept 
cemetery in the south. That is what we 
rave and it won't take the people who come 
out on that day long to find that it is 
just so. Within the year we will have 
all the drives cherted and so solig that 
weather cannot affect them.: And’ yet the 
work will be of that character that the 
drives will be -as smocth, soundless and 
easy as asphalt itself.

GOV. NORTHEN’S WORK FOR GEORGIA 


Quite a Gigantic Scheme To Bring Home 
Seekers Here irom the Nertbwest. 
General Cook’s Letter.

The excursion of home seekers to Georgia 
which Governor Northen has been direct- 
ing, is almost ready to move, according to 
the latest reports from the northwest, 

Mr, P. H. Fitzgerald is acting as the pro- 
moter of the excursion, and Governor 
Northen has been helping the work along. 
He took Mr. Fitzgerald down in the south- 
ern part of Georgia not more than a month 
ago and showed him many thousand acres 
of land that was purchasable and desirable. 
Mr. Fitzgerald went back and made a most 
flattering report of what he had seen to the 
other promoters of the excursion, and it is 
new stated that his report has been accept- 
ed and that the site for the establishment 
of the Georgia colony has been accepted. 
It will be down in Montgomery county, Out 
of the 7,000 that have already subscribed to 
the plan of colonization not more than 
seventy-five voted against,aMr. Fitzgerald’s 
proposition to accept the land in Montgom- 
ery county. The idea is to lay out little 
farms for the subscribers with every alter- 
nate lot to go to the general company, of 
which each subscriber is a _ stockholder. 
This will enhance the value of the alternate 
lot by populating the place so that the com- 
pany will soon be able to sell the alternate 
lots and pay dividends, thus in time giving 
the individual subscriber sufficient funds in 
dividends to have payed for the lot on which 
he lives. The idea is to buiid little towns 
here and there about the colony, and it is 
claimed that the colony will be sufficiently 
large for this to be easily done. It is claim- 
ed that the colony will be sufficiently large 
for this to be easily done, It is claimed 
that there will be nearly ten thousand 
heads of families as subscribers in the com- 
pany before the colony moves down, and 
that these families wiil average five per- 
sons to the family, 

Have Avoided All Bad Titles. 

The promoters of this vast: excursion of 
home seekers to Georgia declare that they 
have avoided all that class of land in 
south Georgia the title of which is ques- 
tionable, 

at is known that many of the old land 
grents of south Georgia were declared rath- 
er “shaky” by the late General Phil Cook, 
secretary of state, and it is interesting to 
know that the leaders of this colossal land 
deal have avoided all such titles. 

In this connection, however, and at this 
time when home seekers are coming to 
Georgia in such large numbers it may be 
interesting to raproduce the circular letter 
issued by Generali Phil Cook before his 
death, which was intended as a friendly 
warning to those home seekers coming to 
Georgia Who are always so oordially wel- 
comed: 

General Phil Cook's Letter. 

Following is the circular letter of Genera! 
Phil Cook, secretary of state, on the subject 
of these old head-right grants: 

“State of Georgia, Office of Secretary of 
State, Atlanta, Ga., March, 1883.—Head- 
Righ Grants—Il have such constant applica- 
tion for information in regard to certain 
old head-right grants purporting to have 
been issued by the state of Georgia, and so 
many erroneous statements have been made 
by parties in this state and some of the 
papers, who seem to be entirely ignorant of 
the facts, that I ask the publication of this 
letter in order to protect innocent people 
from. designing and unscrupulous land- 
sharks who are offering them for sale all 
over the United States, by showing the ut- 
ter worthlessness of ai such fraudulent 
grants, which are not worth the paper upon 
Which they are written, 

“On the 22d day of February, 1785, the leg- 
‘siature of this state passed an act giving 
to each citizen 1,000 acres of land as a head- 
right, upon the applicant taking the pre- 
scribed oath that he had not by himself, 
nor had any person for him, or in his name, 
anplied for or received more than 1,000 acres. 
This land was to be actually surveyed and 
settled upon within eighteen months, and 
three acres to each 100 cleared and culti- 
vated, and the tax due the state and coun- 
ty upon the same regularly paid, and in 
default thereof treble tax paid. Under the 
provisions of this law there are what pur- 
ports to be grants issued in seventeen coun- 
ties for more than 18,000,000 of acres of land 
to a few hundred persons, which was a 
very large proportion of the acreage of the 
land of this state at that time, These grants 
are for 1.000 acres each, and cover from 
5,000 to over 1,000,000 acres to one person. 

“T find among the old records of this office 
a letter from Thomas McCall, surveyor 
general, dated May, 1778, calling the at- 
tention of the governor and exacutive coun- 
cil to the violation of the law by the land 
court, which consisted of three magistrates. 
in issuing warrants for survey in excess of 
1,000 acres. I find on the 4th of June, 17838, 
when the letter of McCall’s was referred 
to the executive council, the foliowing 
action taken: 

‘*‘*Ordered, that the surveror general do 
not pass through his office any warrant or 
warrants for land exceeding 1,000 acres to 
any one person, and to stop all abuses 
against the law that may come to his 
knowledge.’ 

“TI find also many protests from the citi- 
zens of several counties to the governor 
against the action of the land court in vio- 
lation of the law. These protests were all 
indorsed by the governor to the surveyor 
general with orders to issue no grants in 
excess of the law. 

“Montgomery county was created by an 
act of the legislature in December, 1793, and 
was to be organized by the election of 
county officers on the third Monday in 
January following, The records in this office 
containing these pretended and fraudulent 
grants show that the land court on the 4th 
day of August, 1794. issued warrants to 
about fifty persons for 7,430,000 acres, when 
the entire acreage of the county did not 
exceed 1,409,000 acres. So great aml gross 
was the violation of the law that the leg- 
islature on the 28th of December, 1794, passed 
the following act: 

“*Wtrereas, many persons have surveyed 
land contrary to the laws and welfare of 
this state, be it enacted that all such sur- 
vey or surveys, and all grants founded 
thereon, be, and the same and each and 
every one of them are hereby declared to 
be null and void.’ é 

‘In addition to this legislation these lands 
heve been granted subsequently to actual 
bona fide citizens who have lived upon them 
for the past forty and fifty years, and in 
many instances much longer, and have paid 
the tax due the county and state. A few of 
these grants bear date in 1795, but they are 
all founded on warrants and pretended sur- 
veys made in 1784. Most of these grants 
parport to have been signed by Governor 
Mathews. The action of his executive 
council as well as the several orders to the 
surveyor general to pass no grant to any 
one person for more than 1,000 acres, as 
well as his approval of the act of 1794, ali 
show his action to be honest and his pur- 
pose to obey the law, 

“Mv attention has been called to an art!- 
cle which appeared some while back in one 
of the Savannah papers, stating that the 
supreme court of the United States in the 
famous Dodge land case, had decided these 
grants No such decision was ever 
made, e Dodge lands involved in the 
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BAPTIST BOARD MEETS. 


Important Meeting of the Mission 
Board Held in Atlanta. 

The state board of missions of the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention held the first meet- 
ing of the new convéntion year at the First 
Baptist church Thursday evening, A num- 
ber of the most_prominent Baptists of At- 
lanta, including pastors, business and pro- 
fessional men, belong to the board. Sevy- 
eral members are from distant points in the 
state, among them Hon, A, D, Freeman, of 
Newnan; C. A. Davis, of Greensboro; Dr. 
George R. McCall, of Macon; Rev, A. B. 
Vaughan, of Canton, and others. About 
half of the board are active business men. 

The board was organized by the election 


of A. D, Adair as president and Rev. B. D.° 


Ragsdale as recording secretary, Dr. J. G. 
Gibson was re-elected corresponding secre- 
lary and treasurer, and enters upon the 
fifth year of his work in this office. He is 
the only man of the board who receives any 
compensation for his services, he devoting 
his full time to the work, As a worker he 
is truly phenomenal for wisdom, for zeal, 
for energy and for bringing about practical 
results. 

This first meeting outlined the work of 
the board for the year, It has the superin- 
tendency of all the departments of work 
fostered by the convention, It renders help 
to sections of the state that are destitute 
or weak. It acts as the ugency of the home 
and foreign boards of the southern conven- 
tion, developing interests and collecting 
funds for their work. It looks after the re- 
ligious interests of the colored people in co- 
operation with the home mission board of 
the southern convention. In this work,’ ar- 
rangements have been perfected whereby 
the home mission society of the north will 
also co-operate. The providing of help to 
worn out and indigent ministers is also 
a feature of its work, as is the helping of 
weak churches to build houses and the 
fostering in a general way of religious 
schools. . 

A leading feature in the work for the 
colored people is in the line of effort to in- 
struct and develop their preachers and dea- 
cons. Dr. J. M. Brittain has been a most 
efficient worker in this line. 

A matter to which was given special at- 
tention by the board was the devising of 
plans to develop liberality and active Chris- 
tian work toward the support of denomina- 
tional institutions in all the churches, It 
was agreed that some capable man should 
devote his time to this as a specialty, going 
from place to place holding institutes for 
Christian workers generally. Rev. B. DVD. 
Ragsdale, of Conyers, was elected to this 
position. 

Dr. McDonald offered a resolution to 
the effect that “we resolve and strive to 
tring the contributions for the work of this 
board this year to a sum exceeding that 
of any previous year by at least one-third, 
which would make it about $15,000."" Thus 
it will be seen that the outlook for the 
work. is exceedingly encouraging, 

At the Southern Baptist convention, to 
meet next month in Washington, it is ex- 
pected that Georgia will stand first or very 
nearly first as to the amount raisel for the 
work of that convention.

DEFIES THE ENSIGN 


While He Prayed the Ensign Stuck His 
Nose in the Sawdust, He Says, and 
Behavedinan Unseemly Manner. 


When Ensign Miles, who tlaunts the ban- 
ner of the Salvation Army, irreverently in- 
terrupted the petition of L. L. Burton some 
months ago, he had no idea that the affair 
would be exposed, as it was yesterday, in 
police court, nor did he think that any 
further trouble would follow. 

But Burton, who sails under the euphoni- 
ous pseudonym of “Jaybird,’’ smarted be- 
cause of the indignity. However, he nursed 
his wrath until he learned that the ensign 
denied that he had acted in any such sacri- 
legious manner. 

Then he went to the officer and asked for 
an apology, but the ensign refused, and for 
awhile it looked as if war would come in 
camp. Officers Walton and Adams appear- 
ed and both the ensign and “Jaybird’ 
were brought to police court yesterday af- 
ternoon, 

The first offense of the ensign occurred 
in December, last. Jaybira was a valiant 
army-man and was in the habit of sending 
up prayers for the wayward and wicked. 
Ensign Miles was leading one night and 
called on a brother to pray, Jay bird 
thought that his name had been called to 
lead and sent up his voice earnestly. 

This, it is said, maddened Miles, and tn 
the midst of the meeting he went to where 
Burton was kneeling and began to shake 
his head. But devoutly and reverently 
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Jaybird prayed on, This infuriated the 
ensign, and with a vicious shove he stuck 
Burton's nose in the saw dust, Naturally 
Burton is a meek man, and he had no idea 
of desecrating the occasion. So, while the 
officer, as shown in the testimony yester- 
day, pushed him down he lifted his voice 
the louder and finished the prayer, 

A feud was declared, and seeing the im- 
possibility of doing any good under such cir- 
cumstances, Jaybird resigned, and for 
some time ceased his attendance at the 
meetings. 

Of late, however, Burton has been going 
to the service and once more entered into 
the work. Several days ago it.reached his 
ears that the ensign had said that whoever 
remarked that he had acted in such a man- 
ner during prayer was an “unmitigated 
lie.”” There was a limit to the endurance 
of Jaybird’s wrath, so he waited until the 
services were thrcugh Thursday night and 
went to the ensign to ask for un apology, 

*T just went to Lim to ask him to retract 
what he had said,”’ testified Burton before 
the recorder yesterday afternoon, ‘‘I didn’t 
have any intention of fighting him. I put 
my hand on his shoulder and asked if he 
would take back what he said. But he said 
that he didn’t say it. I was about to go 
when Patrolman Walden came up and sep- 
arated us.” 

Ensign Miller is a picturesque soldier with 
a yellow mustache that twirls off in pretty 
spirals, He wore his: uniform yesterday 
and stood with square shoulders and defiant 
look. 

‘I have nothing to say in this matter,” 
he said, I did not stop the brother from 
praying in any such way as has been told. 
I simply touched him on the back lightly 
and told him that he had better be praying 
for himself. That was’all that I did,” 

An interdsting collection of witnesses was 
spread out before Judge Calhoun to tell of 
the trouble in camp. 

“That’s so about the ensign stopping 
Brother Burton from praying,’’ said one 
young man. “Brother Burton was praying 
fer me that night. I came into the camp 
and they asked me to leave off my wicked 
ways. Then Mr. Burton began to pray, I! 
heard something going. on, and afterwards 
I learned that the ensign had done the 
brother that way.” 

All of the witnesses told interesting sto- 
ries of the trouble in camp. Judge Calhoun 
delivered a serious lay scrmon and advised 
them to go on their way and sin no more,

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The Old Augusta and Chattanooga Railroad 
Project Taken Up Again, 


A MEETING TO FORM A NEW GOMPANY | 


Boutbern Passenger Agents To Meet Next 
Week—Other News and Gossip 
of the Hailroads. 


The old charter of the Augusta and 
Chattanooga Railroad Company has beeh 
purchased by a construction company which 
is forming with headquarters in Atlanta. 

The new construction company is charter 
ed with a capital stock of $250,000 with the 
right to extend it almost ad libitum. 

More than $25,000, it is claimed: has al- 
ready been paid in and the old charter has 
been purchased from the oki company. 
The Augusta ang Chattanooga railircad is 
a line that was first cenceived many years 
ago by ambitious capitalists in Augusta 
and Chattanooga and. wealthy farmers -all 
along the line. 

The road was to run up the Savannah 
‘walley on the Georgia side through the 
counties of Richmond, Columbia, Lincoln 
and Elbert, there switching off through the 
mountains of northeast Georgia to Chat- 
tanooga on a direct air tine threugh the 
Blue Ridge. 

That Was many years ago. Since then the 
scheme has been taken up more than once 
and has faiied as often, At one time, with 
Generai Clement A: FEvans as president, 
the company went so far as tv engage 
W. B. Lowe & Coa., of this city, to begin 
the gradings of the line and the work went 
on until something ike fifteen miles of the 
line was graded out of Augusta “up to about 
Walton’s island on the Savannah river. 

Then came the collapse again and noth- 
ing was left of the venture but fifteen miles 
of sand hank. 

Since then the scheme has been taken up 
again, It is now proposed to run the road 
In a different course, running farther away 
“from the Savannah river than was at first 
contemplated and passing up by Appling, the 
county seat of Columbia county, Washing. 
tom, the county seat of Wilkes county, 
Lexington, Harmony Grove, Gainesville, 
Dawsonville,. Jasper, Dalton and thence 
to Chattanooga. 

The charter of the new construction com- 
pany has already been drawn and secured 
from the courts and it is claimed that ata 
meeting to be held in Atlanta next week 
there will be quite a permanent and sub- 
stantial company formed. 

The work of getting sufficient cap‘tal 
together to purchase the old charter of the 
Augusta and Chattanooga was accomplish- 
ed by Mr. E. H. Richards, of this city, and 
General Clement A, Evans. 

Nothing definite will be given out by these 
men yet on the plans they have in view 
further than to say that a meeting will 
be held in Atlanta next week for the pur- 
pose of drawing up the plans.

SCHOOL BOYS’ DEBATE:

NO TRIAL FOR THOMAS | 


Three Times It Has Been Postponed 
Before Justics Bloodworth. 


THE PROSECUTION'S FAULT THIS TIME 


Judge Beck Will Preside in Fulton Crimi- 
nal Superior Court-Other News 
of the Courts. 


The preliminary hearing of P, M. Thomas, 
who is charged with forgery, was post- 
poned yesterday for the third time and has 
been set for Thursday afternoon of next 
week at 2 o'clock. 

In the meantime the case against Thomas 
may be settled. 

Thomas is a young man with a history. 
He is at present under commitment to the 
lunatic asylum in Florida, it is said, but 
escaped trom that state before he was 
lodged in that institution. 

It seems that Thomas is the son of a very 
wealthy Floridian, who is the owner of a 
large hotel], Thomas has always been de- 
cidedly erratic and forged his father’s name 
several times in Florida. He was arrested 
on @ writ of lunacy and found insane and 
was to have been taken to the asylum. 

The young man left the state, however, 
and came to the city of Atlanta, where he 
went to the secretary of the local Young 
Men’s Christian Association, He was well 
treated, and in return, forged a number of 
checks. He has been indicted in two in- 
stances and was to have had a preliminary 
hearing yesterday afternoon—a hearing 
which has now been postponed three times. 
Robinson & tobinson, attorneys for 
Thomas, say that they are hopeful that a 
settlement will be made. 

Thomas has the touch of the clerical in 
his make up when his hat is off. He seems 
to be prematurely baldheaded. In manner 
he is rather erratic, though very reticent 
and quiet, He had very little to say in 
court yesterday afternoon and talked only 
with his lawyer, asking no questions, but 
answering all that were put at him. If it 
becomes necessary Thomas é¢an be taken 
back to Florida and the finding of the or- 
dinary’s jury can be put in force against 
him, as it has been less than three months 
Since the verdict. 

It is poswhble that this may be the final 
solution of h:s Atlanta troubles. 

Judge Beck Will Hold Court. 

Judge Beck, of the Flynt circuit, will hold 
court for Judge Richard Clark on the 29th 
of this month and there will come up before 
him a number of important cases. 

Judge Clark will open the criminal su- 
perior court Monday and will hold court a 
week. The following Monday Judge Beck, 
will preside. The case of John Lacewell, 
who shot Policeman Barrett, will come up 
before him, That of Adolphus Duncan will 
also be heard by him, as will that against 
Charles Simons, for murder. 

Simons is the man charged. with the 
murder of the negro woman in the base- 
ment of the Kimball house. A woman was 
shot there and her murderer escaped, No 
pistol was found on Simons nor was one 
found near the scene. The two were sweet- 
hearts, however, and it is thought that he 
killed in a jealous rage. 

In the Other Courts. 

The jury in the case of Williams against 
Kicklighter went out yesterday. The verdict 
will be sealed and will be announced this 
morning. Williams alleges that Kicklighter 
was making hay presses owned by plaintiff 
and that he stopped making them, thus 
breaking the contract, The suit for 
$7,500. ; 

In Judge Lumpkin’s court the case -of 
Arpold & McCord against John Thompson 
is*om trial, The suit is over the recovery 
of the value of a horse sold by Thompson 
to plaintiffs. 

In Judge Van Epps’s court the case of 
Smith against the Consolidated is still on 
trial. Smith is suing for damages. 

Judge Van Epps will hear motions at 
10 o'clock this morning. Judge Lumpkin’s 
court begins at 9 o’tlock. Judge Westmore- 
land will hold no court today nor during 
next week. Criminal business begins in his 
court on the first Monday in May.
